ALCOHOL. 





Not a week passes without a report from official 
sources at Washington that some new commodity 
has been “commandeered” or that its manufacture 
and distribution have been placed under Federal 
control. And yet this is what has been accom- 
plished continuously under another name since the 
outbreak of the war: 

Ships have been bought, leased, requisitioned ; 
supplies of every variety of war material from sul- 
phuric acid to high explosives have been ordered at 
specified prices, and with a certain percentage of 
profit stipulated. Sulphur shipment and production 
has been placed in the hands of a committee of the 
Council of National Defense, which shall decide 
what orders shall be filed and by whom. Municipal 
gas supplies have been called upon to give their toll 
of toluol for explosives manufacture; oil seed im- 
portation, shellac importation and the production of 
metals and oils and chemicals has been subjected 
to similar supervision. 

Yet underlying this seemingly autocratic pro- 
cedure is the indisputable fact that the action taken 
is protective rather than destructive. Ample evidence 
of this is vouchsafed in the action of the Council of 
National Defense during the past week in “‘com- 
mandeering”’ the entire supply of wood alcohol. In 
taking this action, which followed a conference at 
Washington on Tuesday last between members of 
the Council and some fifteen representatives of the 
trade, it was plainly stated: 


That the War Industries Board has no in- 
tention of depriving general business of what- 
ever quantity of wood alcohol is essential to 
the proper conduct of their industry. 

While the price is to be fixed, a system of 
distribution is to be worked out, so that all 
who really are in need of the product can ob- 
tain it at a fixed price. 


Wood alcohol, like many another “comman- 
deered” product, is essential to the carrying on of 
the war. The Government requires large quantities 
for Signal Corps use, for aeroplane and hydroplane 
varnishes, etc. But, as in the case of other products 
taken under Government control, there is no inten- 
tion of bringing hardship upon industries now using 
wood alcohol in quantity, a hardship in this case 
minimized by the increased use of denatured alcohol 
in many industries and the ready availability of this 
latter product since distillation for beverage purposes 


has been forbidden by law. 
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PROVE A NEW SOURCE OF DRUG 
AND OIL SUPPLY TO THE UNITED 
STATES OF COLOMBIA. 





Few men are better fitted by training and by 
experience than Dr. H. H. Rusby, dean of the New 
York College of Pharmacy, to picture actual con- 
ditions in South American countries from the view- 
point of the American business-man and educator. 
Few men have had the opportunity to visit, for the 
purposes of study of botanical and other wealth, the 
great drug-growing and oil seed-producing sections 
of the continent to the south of us.

Dr. Rusby calls attention to the possibilities, as 
yet untouched and uncatalogued, in the mountains 
and on the plains of Colombia, and cites certain 
definite opportunities which merely await the advent 
of American enterprise, to which the Colombians are 
looking and which they stand prepared to welcome.

THE NEW CO-OPERATION OF INDUS- 
TRY AND THE GOVERNMENT THE 
REAL FACTOR IN WAR-TIME 
ACHIEVEMENT. 





For the past few months the industries of this 
country have been passing, with the nation itself, 
through a state of transition, and, unfortunately for 
harmonious readjustment, few have realized the ex- 
tent of the demands to be made upon them and the 
necessity for such demands. 

From what was undoubtedly the least regulated 
—speaking in terms of legislative and of executive 
control—group .of industrial organizations and en- 
terprises of the entire world of production and dis- 
tribution, we have been been called upon to assume 
the burden, not alone of regulation, but of accep- 
tance of national responsibility. The change in con- 
ditions was too great and too rapid to be accom- 
plished without friction, without confusion and with- 
out privation. No one realized to what extent the 
supervision of the Government over trade and pro- 
ductive and distributive industry would be carried; 
no one knows today just how much more independ- 
ence of action must be sacrificed that the war may 
be won. 

At the outset of the war, and for several months 
prior to the declaration of hostilities, any suggestion 
of an embargo upon foreign exports was received 
with derision. It was so foreign to accepted meth- 
ods of trade procedure that its serious consideration 
as a measure of war necessity was deemed impos- 
sible. And yet not alone has there been established 
a system of export regulation, with a strict interroga- 
tory as to the distribution of commodities, source of 
demand and payment and necessity for shipment, but 
the same principle has been applied to the matter of 
imports of foreign-produced goods. Enemy-con- 
trolled firms supplying this country, even though 
located in South America or Mexico, have been 
placed upon the Federal blacklist. Trade is being 
controlled at its source. 

For years there has been an increasing demand 
on the part of American producers and shippers for 
the provision of an American mercantile marine. 
Had such been provided, there would be no such

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stagnation in shipping conditions as exists today in 
regard to the freighting of all commodities not 
especially provided for by the Government itself, 
through the specially appointed Board having super- 
vision over ocean traffic. The wisdom of centralized 
authority over the selection of commodities which 
may or may not be shipped is not to be questioned, 
since it cannot be overlooked that the demand upon 
cargo space is far in excess of the space available, 
notwithstanding the system of export and import per- 
mits which regulates the movements of all such com- 
modities. 

As with ocean traffic, so with railroad transpor- 
tation. The decision as to what shall and what shall 
not be shipped is now vested in Federal boards and 
commissions, to which, knowing the demands of 
all sections of the country, the desire of any. one 
section or of any one group of producers must be 
subservient; with overtaxed railroads, an insufficient 
number of cars and locomotives, and with the extra- 
ordinary demands of the Government incidental to 
the movement of troops, of supplies and of raw ma- 
terials for war purposes, there must be a final adju- 
dicator whose decision shall be enforced. A multi- 
headed transportation system made up of hundreds 
of small transportation organizations, could not, in 
the very nature of the task confronting them, act 
in unison. 

In other words, the success or failure of the trans- 
portation facilities available to meet the demands 
upon them for the carrying of absolute essentials de- 
pends upon the intelligent utilization through a cen- 
tralized intelligence of every inch of space in every 
car available. As compared with the recognized 
evil of under-loading freight cars, and the shipment 
of similar commodities in two opposite directons over 
the same railroad line at the same time—an early 
war condition—the present situation is as Mt. 
Everest to a Jersey sand dune. 

So much for the transportation problem, and the 
factor of foreign trade purveying, import or export. 

Faced with the necessity of obtaining enormous 
quantities of supplies, of materials to be manufac- 
tured into war supplies, and the correlated conserva- 
tion of what materials were in hand which could be 
utilized in the shortest possible time and to the best 
advantage, the Government, through its Council of 
National Defense, and later through a group of 
committees working with the Defense Council, sought 
to obtain the best expert knowledge to assist in the 
solution of its problems. It is admitted by Federal 
officialk—and denied by industrial experts—that 
this early experiment in industrial and governmental 
co-operation was not a success. ‘The reason ad- 
vanced is that in the nature of things a producer 
selling to the Government could not place the Gov- 
ernment first in the bargain. How true the Govern- 
ment criticism was will not be known until the real 
history of war preparation in this country is written. 
It is true, however, that there were no public charges 
of profiteering on the part of members of these sub- 
committees, and, further than this, it is undoubtedly 
true that production of required commodities was 
immediately enhanced. Yet the committees were 
discharged, the last to give up its offices in Wash- 
ington being the Chemical Committee, whose experts 
had been foremost in giving of their best to the war 
boards and Federal officials. 

Other committees have been appointed, but with 
different powers and with more closely defined 
objects. 

The real change in the situation has been the sub- 
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stitution of a Federal organization—import, export, 
transportation, production, as the case may 
made up that the full requirements of the nation and 
of the industry may be accurately surveyed, non- 
essentials eliminated, and a system of control pro- 
vided which shall insure not alone adequate produc- 
tion but equitable distribution up to the fullest ex- 
tent of the distributing facilities at hand. 

It has been—and still is—extremely difficult for 
the average manufacturer or distributor to readjust 
his point of view to that demanded by the exigencies 
He has nothing upon which to base 
a comparison but his experience, and this does not 
include anything approaching present conditions. 

The problems faced and to be solved are new

“WE MUST ALL DO OUR BIT EFFECTIVELY > 
IF WE WOULD WIN THE WAR.”—E. T. TRIGG. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 21, 1917. 

Ernest T. ‘Trigg, vice-president and 
general manager of John Lucas & Co., 
and president of the Philadelphia Cham- 
ber of Commerce, after returning from 
an extended tour of the South and West, 
declares the United States will mot and 
cannot develop to its fullest extent the 
industrial efficiency necessary to win the 


war until the West ‘‘does its bit’? more 
generously. 

Mr. Trigg made it clear that he had 
observed no, lack of patriotism in the 
West, but he stated emphatically that 
the serlousness of the struggle in which 


the nation mow is engaged is not nearly 
so well appreciated in the West as in the 
East. He said the result is that West- 
ern business is not giving the same 
measure of co-operation and_ sacrifice 
that the East is throwing into the bal- 
ance. 
“The difference in attitude is marked,”’ 
said Mr. Trigg. ‘‘When business men 
here meet almost the first topic of dis- 
cussion which arises is the war and 
the activities of the various industries 
in helping to win it. In the West, how- 
ever, I found 4hat the war was not 
uppermost in the minds of business men 
to anything like the extent that it is 
here. They will talk and talk interest- 
edly and patriotically when the subject 
has been brought up, but it is a subject 
which is not brought up so often. 


“Transportation seems to be the sub- 


ject which is the paramount topic of in- 
terest in the West today, though out 
there they have not been so badly hand- 
icapped as we have been. This is re- 
flected in passenger traftic. The West- 
ern roads have not made the same cur- 
tailment in passenger trains that have 
been made in the East, though they are 
not running nearly as many as _ previ- 
ously. 

“The war has not been brought home 
fully to the West, as yet, and until it 
is it is natural that the increased indus- 


trial and business efficiency such as we 


have been able to develop, here when 
finally facing the necessity will not be 
thrown into the balance. The West is 
not fully awake to the seriousness of 
this struggle. It must be awakened!”

OBITUARY. 
GEORGE. H. DIMICK. 


George H. Dimick, one of the best 
known petroleum operators in the coun- 
try, and a pioneer in the business, died at 
Huntington, W. Va., last week at the age 
of 78 years. He went to the Oil Creek 
district in 1860, and was appointed super- 
intendent of the two Buchanan farms by 
Rouse and Mitchell, acting as private sec- 
retary for Henry R. Rouse, from whom 
Rouseville, near Oil City, was named, and 
who was fatally burned at an oil’ well

fire, Mr. Dimick began as an operator in 
1861. He entered the army amd served 


during the Civil War, retiring as captai 

In May, 1865, he located at Sotthole and 
later had interests in the Pool, Grant 
Burchill and Eureka gushers. Retiring 
to take an Arctie voyage, he re-entered 
the oil business in 1871 at Parkers’ Land- 
ing, and operated successfully there and 
at St. Petersburg, Petrolia, Greece City and 
Slippery Rock. Later he went to Cherry 
Grove and, with Captain Peter Grace 
drilled the famous ‘646."" His next move 
was to Bradford and Richburg, and was 
one of the first to drill in West Virginia. 
In the latter ’9s he organized the New 
Domain Oil Company, with headquarters 


at Pikeville, Ky. Some years ago he 
moved to Huntington, W. Va., where 
death occurred. The interment was at 


Buffalo. 


LEANDER MILTON. 


Leander Milton, a charter member of 


the Oil City (Pa.) Oil Exchange, died 
Tuesday, December 18, at the home of 


his son, John Bly Milton, Denver, Colo. 


He was 73 years old. Mr. Milton was 
en zaged in the production of oil since 





1872, when he sank his first well on the 
family homestead near Oil City, Pa. He 
consistently refused opportunities to en- 
ter the pipeline transportation field and 
became_one of the best known producers 
in the Pennsylvania fields, operating ex- 
tensively in Clarion county, Pa. He was 
one of the first, if not the first, to realize 
the value of gas engines in pnmping oil. 





Mrs. J. P. Flanagan, wife of the treas- 
urer of the Sinclair-Gulf Corporation, was 
run down by an automobile at the inter- 
section of Main street and Congress ave- 


nue, Houston, on the night of December 
12, and died from her injuries a few hours 
later. Mrs. Flanagan was accompanied 
by her mother, both ladies having ar- 


rived in the city that morning, expecting 
to make it their home. The elderly lady 
was also painfully injured. 


Charles 8. Gordon, of the Lake Oil. Com- 


pany, Beaumont, Tex., djed at the Hotel 
Imperial of apoplexy soon after reaching 
his hotel from his home state. He was 
stricken in the hotel hall a few feet from 
the door of his room. 

John S. Strassel, Jr., son of John S.

Company, Louisville, Ky., died last week, 
following a ten-day illness, of- pneu- 
monia.

MILLIONS LOST 
BY GREASE WASTE 


Government Seeks to Save 
Glycerine—8,000,000 Lbs. 
of Latter Lost Yearly. 


Chicago, Dec. 21, 1917. 
That the Federal Government is taking 
cognizance of the extreme scarcity of fer- 
stocks and is working

cities of the country, was revealed here 
at a conference he'd between twenty 
waste disposal experts from all sections 
of the country. 

L. S. Osborne, head of the waste dis- 


posal conservation division of the Federal 
Food Administration, presided at the con- 
ference. He gave startling figures 
on the amount of much needed products 
lost through the wasting of garbage in 
small municipalities. Briefly, he said, 
that $2,400,000 worth of grease, $1,000,000 
worth of tankage, 8,000,000 pounds of gly- 
cerine and almost 2,000,000 pounds of 
soap-making material go to waste In a 
total of only twenty-five cities each year. 
The waste throughout the country is pro- 
portionately large. ; 

“Twenty-nine cities with a total popu- 
lation of 17,000,000 are discarding annually 
1,200,000 tons of garbage,’’ Mr. Osborne 
told the conference. ‘Chis is producing 
annually 70,000,000 pounds of grease, val- 
: fer- 


some 


ued at $8,500,000, and 150,000 tons of 
tilizer, valued at $2,250,000, ; : 
“There are twenty-five cities, with a 


total population of 5,500,000, which do not 
utilize their garbage. They are large 
enough for establishing reduction plants 
which would recover grease worth $2,400,- 
000 and tankage or fertilizer worth $1,- 
000,000 yearly. ’ 

“Excluding cities of 100,000 population 
and over, the garbage available and much 
of which is wasted would produce annu- 
ally 120,000,000 pounds of pork worth $20,- 
000,000 at prevailing prices. 

“The output of glycerine in garbage now 
wasted would supply 8,000,000 pounds of 
nitro-glycerine annually and would yield 
soapstock for the manufacture of 200,000,- 


0 commercial cakes of soap weighing 
twelve ounces each.”’ ; 
Mr. Osborne declared that the army 


cantonments are making a record in dis- 
posal of Manure for commercial fertilizer. 
On the basis of government contracts, he 
said, $216,000 will be obtained for manure, 
which if disposed of by the former method 
cost the 


of incimeration would : govern- 
ment $100,000. The garbage from 13 of the 
16 cantonments, he said, will bring the 


government $446,394 annually on the basis 
of present prices. 

The purpose of the conference called by 
Mr. Osborne was to determine the best 
utilization for municipal or garbage tank- 
age. The most favored plan seemed to 
be to use the garbage as food for hogs in 
an effort to increase the nation’s meat 
supply. 

According to the waste disposal records 
of the larger cities of the country sub- 
mitted to Mr. Hoover, Mr. Osborne said 
the amount of garbage collected has de- 
creased 15 to 20 per cent. since this coun- 
try’s entrance into the war. } : 

He added:—“The government is making 
a survey of every city of 10,000 population 
or more with these objects in view:— 

‘1, To see that waste is utilized and not

“2. That waste shall be used to increase

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FEARING BOLL WEEVIL IN TEXAS, FEDERAL 
BOARD URGES THREE-YEAR CROP RESPITE 


Many Fields Near Galveston Were Contaminated—Field 
Crop Near Beaumont and Hearne Destroyed 


by Officials. 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 
entertained by the Federal 
Horticultural Board that the cottonseed 
situation is serious in Texas as a result 
of invasion by the pink boll weevil. Mem- 
bers of the board do not care to be quot- 


Fears are 


ed, but it is known that they are appre- 
hensive regarding the situation. 

The Federal Horticultural Board 
thought it had the pink boll weevil cor- 


nered in Mexico, and was planning for co- 
operative effort with the Mexican authori- 


ties to fight the pest on the other side of 
the border. Then word came from two 
oil mills in Texas, at Beaumont and 
Hearne, which had received some seed 
from Mexico, that several fields in the 
neighborhood of the oil mills had been 


found to be tainted with the pink boll. 
These fields were promptly purchased 

by the cotton growers in that section and 

the crop destroyed under the supervision 


of the Federal Horticultural Board. 
Every scrap that could possibly harbor 
any of the boll weevils was burned off. 
So the Federal and State horticultural 
authorities hope that everything is 
cleaned up for next season. All the in- 
fected seed was promptly crushed or 
burned. 

In addition to this situation a great 
many cotton fields around Trinity Bay, 


at Galveston, were found contaminated 
by the pink boll worm. 


It is not certain how the pink boll got 


into this region, but at the time of the 
big storm a few years ago some cotton- 
seed from a ship or warehouse that was 


destroyed was washed on the shore. It is 
supposed that the infection started from 


this. . 
The Federal Government has a big 
force of men at work in this territory 


examining all fields and trying to protect 
all the territory outside which is not yet 
affected. All the cotton there will be 
ginned at some special gin and all the 
seed crushed at some local mill and all 
the trash burned and the fields cleaned 
up to prevent the boll living over until 
next season, 

The Federal authorities are urging the 
cotton growers of this entire section to 
quit raising cotton for at least the next 
three years, so that any of the pink boll 
worms that may survive may be starved 


out before they get any more growing 
cotton to thrive upon, 

The Federal department is suggesting 
certain other crops for which war needs 
have made an abnormal demand as a 
substitute through which the erstwhile 
cotton growers may not suffer by aban- 


doning cotton for three years. 





TO COMMANDEER 
WOOD ALCOHOL 


War Industries Board Will 
Control Total Output Fol- 
lowing Conference. 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 

The entire production both of crude 
and refined alcohol is to be taken over 
for the Government by the Council of 
National Defense, following a series of 
conference of the producers and refiners 
with those in charge of the war work for 
the Government, which have been in 
progress for the last three weeks. 

This step was finally taken after a 
conference on Tuesday with the re- 
finers, according to a statement made 
by L. D. Summers, the expert of the 
raw materfal division of the Council of 
National Defense, who is in direct su- 
pervision over explosives and chem- 
icals. 

In commandeering the entire supply 
the War Industries Board has no in- 
tention of depriving general business of 
whatever quantity of wood alcohol is es- 
sential to the proper conduct of their 
trade. The price is to be fixed and a 
system of distribution worked out so 
that all who really need the wood al- 
cohol can get it at a fixed price. 

The wood alcohol is needed princi- 
pally for the signal corps. It will be 


useq in large quantities for what is 
calleqg “dopes,” that is, for varnishes 


on aeroplanes and for flotation and in a 
number of other products essential for 
the efficient carrying on of the war,

Substitute Poison for Plant Pests. 


Paris green and arsenate of lead, used 
poisons for leaf-chewing imsects that 
attack crops, are scarce and costly. Cal- 
cium arsenate is suggested as a substi- 
tute by H. IF’. Wilson, insect specialist at 
the University of Wisconsin. Experi- 
ments have demonstrated that it is suit- 
able for checking pests like the cabbage 
worm, but its use is advised only on 
vegetable crops, as it has been found in- 
jurious to fruit tree foliage.

TRADE COMMITTEES WORKING WITH WAR 
TRADE BOARD TO REGULATE IMPORTATION 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 

In carrying effect the President's 
import proclamation of November 28, 
1917, the War Trade Board announces that 
arrangements have been made with vari- 
ous committees selected by the trade and 
industrial organizations interested in the 
importation of certain of the commodities 
which, by the terms of the proclamation, 
require an import license. The various 
trades and industries dealing in certain of 
the controlled commodities have been so 
organized that their full requirements 
may be accurately surveyed, non-essen- 
tial uses of any material eliminated, and 
a system of control provided by the War 
Trade Board, which will insure the equi- 
table distribution of the imported com- 
modity and its consumption in the most 
essential products. 

Prior to the date of 


into 


the President's proc- 


lamation all of these materials were per- 
mitted by foreign governments to come 
into this country only if consigned to the 


Consul-General of such governments or 
some other designated representative, and 
were released to the importer only upon 


his giving certain guarantees that they 
would not be re-exported, except under 
specified restrictions, or would not be 


used in trading directly or Indirectly with 


the enemy, or would not be hoarded for 
speculative purposes. Under the present 
arrangement the control formerly exer- 
cised by foreign governments over these 
commodities.on reaching our shores will 
now be assumed by the United States 
Government, with the assistance of these 
trade committees. These committees are

tive to determine who shall or shall not 
import these commodities, or determine 
their disposition, but their only functions 
are to gather such information in the va- 
rious trades as the government, acting 
through the War Trade Board, may from 
time to time direct; to act as consignees 


of the various commodities as directed; 
to release these commodities to the im- 
porters under instructions from the War 
Trade Board, and, prior to such release, 
to obtain from the importers such guar- 
antees or other agreements as the War 
Trade Board may require; to keep them- 
selves informed, for the benefit of the 


board, as to the use and disposition of the 
imported commodities, and the observ- 
ance by the importers of any guarantees 
or agreements given in connection there- 
with, and to keep full and complete rec- 


ords of all importations of the various 
commodities.

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ENGLAND NEEDS 
NAVAL STORES 


Situation Fast Becoming Se- 
rious There, According to 


London Advices. 


London, Dec. 14, 1917 

The turpentine situation in England is 
fast becoming serious, and as the stocks 
decrease prices advance sharply Present 
levels for both turpentine and rosin are 
the highest in the history of the trade, 
with the prospect that material advances 
will take place before many weeks. There 
is hardly anything coming in from Ameri- 
ca. Prices at Savannah and Jacksonville 
are well below current levels, but with 
the great scarcity of bottoms it is impos- 
sible to take advantage of this unusual 
situation. One large London interest sums 
up the position of the market as follows:— 

“To us the actual cost of turpentine and 
rosin is a matter of little concern; for our 
difficulty is almost wholly one of trans- 


port. Even American turpentine is being 
produced at a price which allows of its 
being sold at about 580 cents—say, 2s, 24.— 
per American gallon, while the consumer 
here is asked to pay about 8s, for an 
Inglish gallon. And the discrepancy be- 
tween American and British rosin prices 
is equally great. What can be or ought 
to be done in regard to this trouble is a 
matter of serious concern to all consum- 
ers on this side; tor, unless some remedy 
is found, the time is not far distant when 
we shall be faced with a total cessation 
ot supplies, irrespective of any action in 
the Statcs leading to an increased output. 
Turpentine is over £100 per ton, and rosin 
is approaching £50 for the lower grades. 
And to us it appears rather grotesque 
that the United States Bureau of Chem- 
istry should be “seeking new uses for 
turpentine” in order to aid production. 
Our energies, on the other hand, may 
have to be devoted not to seeking new 
uses, but to devising plans of getting rid 
of old uses; in other words, of discovering 
methods by which we can dispense with 
the use of turpentine and rosin. Much as 
the output of paper has been reduced by 
the war, the trade cannot now find 
enough rosin for its needs, and many 
applications to the regular importers are 
met with the mysterious reply that-no 
rosin is for sale. The imports of turpen- 
tine for the 10 months now expired of 
the present year were 166,838 hundred- 
weight, against 290,933 hundredweight last 
year and 462,471 humdredweight in 1915. 
Normal requirements in this country ne- 
cessitate about 600,000 hundredweight per 
annum, so that, taking the last two years 
into consideration, we shall have received 
only about half the quantity formerly 
found necessary. The rosin figures are 
not so bad om the surface, but the con- 
sumption for military purposes, which is 
practically negligible in times of peace, is, 
of course, now very great, and instead of 
a decrease of some 250,000 hundredweight 
we ought to have had an increase. Amer- 
ican reports show that there has been a 
decrease in the arrivals at ports of ship- 
ment of about 9 per cent. in the case of 
turpentine and 11 per cent. in the case of 
rosin, and this falling off in supplies is 
attributed partly to lack of labor and 
partly to seasonal influences.

COTTON MEAL PRICES. 


Georgia and Alabama Crushers Co- 
operate with Food Admin- 
istration. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 21, 1917. 


At the meeting of the crushers of 
Georgia and Alabama with the food ad- 
ministrators of those States, and D. H. 
Pyle and J. L. Benton, of the food ad- 
ministration, Washington, D. C., repre- 
sentatives of the food administration ex- 
plained the international problem of the 
shortage of beef and milk supply and the 
grave importance of increasing them. It 
was developed that the oil mills west of 
Alabama had voluntarily agreed to sell 
cottonseed meal for feeding purposes on 
the basis of $46.50, f. o. b. shopping points, 
in 30-ton car lots, with $2.50 per ton advance 
for less than car lots, for meal analyzing 
above 386 per cent protein (7 per cent. am- 
monia), with $1 advance for each 1 per 
cent. of protein above 36 per cent; and the 
mills of South Carolina and North Caro- 
lina had agreed to sell 7 per cent. meal 
(36 per cent. protein) for feeding at $48.50 
and $49.50, respectively, f. o. b. shipping 
points, with $1 advance for each 1 per 
cent. of protein above 36 per cent., with 
$2.50 advance for less than car lots. After 
a general discussion the following resolu- 
tion was adopted:— ° 

Resolved, First—That the price of cot- 
tonseed meal for feeding purposes be the 
same in Alabama as in Georgia. 

Second—The mills of Georgia and Ala- 
bama agree that they will not charge in 
excess of $47.50 per ton for 36 per cent. 
protein cottonseed meal in carload lots of 
30 tons or more for feeding purposes. 

Third—We will not charge in excess of 
$50 per ton for less than 30-ton carload 
shipments of 36 per cent. protein cotton- 
seed meal. 

Also, the mills will not charge in excess 
of $1 for each per cent. of protein above 
36 per cent; that is, for 38 per cent. meal 
we agree to sell for feeding purposes at 
$49.50 per ton in carload lots of 30 tons, 
and, should we produce meal containing a 
higher percentage of protein than 38 per 
cent., our price will be increased by $1 for 
each per cent. of protein. All prices f. o. b. 
shipping point.

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The testimony of the medical profession 
before the Whitney State Narcotic Com- 
mittee at the hearing Thursday afternoon 
ubstantiated the charge that drug ad- 


dicts are not receiving the care and 
treatment which it is the duty of medical 
men to supply. Two factors are oper- 
ating to withhold medication for nar- 


First, the fear of prose- 
violation of the 


cotic addiction: 
eution for a_ technical 


existing anti-drug laws, and the attitude 
of the police toward those of the medical 
profession who are attempting to relieve 
addict patients; and second, the lack of 


proper instruction on the subject at 
medical schools. 

The testimony brought out the fact 
that where a medical man undertook to 
treat for this disease, police surveiilance 
was almost certain to result. When the 
doctor had backbone enough to persist 
in giving treatment, as is his right under 
the present laws, threats have been made 
to “get’’ the man. Only intent on doing 
his professional duty, he has been sub- 
jected to police examination and inter- 
ference of a nature calculated to induce 
fear for his professional standing and 
personal character. The result of this 
form of police activity has been to make 
the medical profession unwilling to treat 
those who need their services for drug 
addiction, and, indeed, most doctors re- 
fuse such services. This reluctance has 
forced the habitual user of drugs to seek 
treatment in the multitude of private in- 
stitutions and fake ‘“‘cures,”’ who exploit 
the condition of the addict and the fear 
of the medical men who are the natural 
source to which the sick person should 
turn for relief. ‘the economic feature 
also enters, for, as a result of the fear 
of prosecution resulting from _ police 
activity against those treating addicts, 
doctors are hesitant to supply those who 
must have the drug or die. Not being 
able to receive amounts of the drug 
which, medically speaking, they must 
have, the addict turns to the underworld 
for his supply, with the result that he 
pays from 331-3 to 50 per cent. more—as 
a minimum—for adulterated drugs than 
he would pay, could he purchase the pure 
article on a prescription, 

Druggists are likewise chary of filling 
prescriptions for narcotics, and for the 
same reasons which apply to the medical 
profession. Many curry no stocks of 
opiates, for they know that if for some 
technical fault of omission or commission 
they fall into the hands of the police, 
their business and professional standing 
will be injured to a degree incalculable. 
These conditions were brought out clearly 
and distinctly by the testimyny of repre- 
sentative practitioners*°who appeared be- 
fore the committee. 


Need for Closer Study. 


The second fact which stands out from 
this testimony is the admission that the 
profession as a whole has not given suffi- 
cient study and research into the sub- 
ject of narcotic addiction. 

On the stand doctors admitted tHat 
their study in medeical schools was of a 
perfunctory nature. So far as an under- 
standing of the disease in the sense that 
typhoid fever or pieumonia is under- 


stood, drug addiction is virgin soil for in-

WHITNEY COMMITTEE ACCUMULATES DATA AS 
TO.“FAKE” CURES POSING AS LEGITIMATE 


Weight of Testimony Shows That Medical Profession Has 
Little Definite Knowledge of Drug Addiction Itself, 
With Still Less Knowledge of How to 
Remove Its Effects. 


vestigation Not one physician stated 
that he knew how to cure the disease. 
The sum of medical knowledge at the 
present time is smail and of a nature 
calculated to relieve the suffering of the 
patient, prevent his exploitation at the 
hands of unscrupulous institutions and 
“doctors,’"’ and to secure a reduction of 
the amount of drug used. When the 
patient reaches the point where with- 
drawal symptoms begin to manifest 
themselves, the medical profession throws 
its hands into the air and frankly says 
that “it doesn't know what more to do!” 
One of the most potent suggestions 
brought out before the committee was 
one having to do with the education of 
both medical students and the public in 
general. It was suggested by agents from 
the Internal Revenue office that the State 
examinations for license to practise medi- 
cine include comprehensive questions on 
the subject of drug addiction and its 
cure, and that medical schools be com- 
pelled to give proper courses in the sub- 
ject. Also, that all text books on hygiene 
include a chapter on narcotic addiction 
in the same manner that they treat of 
alcoholism. 


Up to Medical Men. 


From the testimony of its representa- 
tives, it seems clear that medical knowl- 
edge on the subject of drug addiction and 
its cure is meagre, general, unreliable, 
uncertain in its results, and restricted to 
first aid measures, rather than a com- 
plete understanding of the subject from 
which the general thesiS of cure could 
be worked out. It is up to the medical 
men, The conditions are largely the re- 
sult of medication and the solution of 
this problem of their creation rests 
strictly on themselves. That they are 
willing and anxious to undertake the 
work is evident by their statements be- 
fore the committee. 

The Whitney Committee will undoubt- 
edly seek to provide legal requirements 
whereby medical schools will be com- 
pelled to not only study the subject in 
the manner which they have other dis- 
ease, but also that they will provide ade- 
quate instruction in the general subject 
of narcotic use, abuse, results, and cure 
of the habit when contracted. 


To Stop Police Persecution. 


In order that the doctors may do their 
duty thoroughly, police persecution must 
be withdrawn. The committee will un- 
doubtedly take up this phase of the mat- 
ter, and seek a meays by which the 
stigma attaching to the doctor treating 
addicts and the persecution which, in the 
exercise of his moral, ethiGal and legal 
duty, the honest and reputable physitian 
encounters at the hands of the police will 
be done away with. 

The curtailment, even the abolition, of 
the manufacture of certain habit-form- 
ing drugs seems also likely to result 
from the hearings and investigations of 
the Whitney Committee. Prominent 
among these will be heroin, the medical 
uses of which are comparatively few, 
and which both manufacturing and dis- 
peusing pharmacists, as well as physi- 
cians, testify could be achieved by other 
medication, 





FIGHT CITRUS CANKER. 


Appropriation of $250,000 to Come 
Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 


There is a provision for a continuing 
appropriation of $250,000 in the agricul- 
tural budget now before the Agricultural 
Committee of the House, which means a 
great deal to the citrus industry. This 
estimate is for continuation of the work 
begun three years ago in fighting the 
ravages of citrus canker, Which threat- 
ened to destroy the citrus industry in the 
South, affecting six States in which citrus 
fruits are grown commercially. 

This item in the agricultural bil] will 
not be reached until the first week in 
January. This is the amount recom- 
mended in the budget for the department 
during the last two years, asked for by 
Secretary Houston, 

Officials of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry and members of the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture say that, on ace 
count of the good showing made in fight- 
ing the pest, particularly in Florida, 
there is no doubt but that the committee 
will O. K. this recommendation made by 
the secretary. If there is any hesitation 
made in doing so, the officials of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry are prepared to 
make a fight for it and show that the ex- 
penditure of this sum at this time means 
a big saving to the government in pre- 
serving a valuable food supply. 





Oil Trade Association Begins Drive 
for New Members. 


The regular quarterly meeting amd din- 
ner of the Oil Trades Association of New 
York was held last Monday evening at 
Whyte’s restaurant. Twenty-six members 
attended, and most of the business was 
given over to the membership campaign, 
now under way. 

The present membership is 44, and five 
applications are pending. The drive is 
expected to double the membership by the 
next meeting. This association is less 
than two years old. Elaborate plans are 
under way for the decennial convention of 
the Independent Oil Men’s Association, 
which will be held in New York im the 
fall of 1918, and as part of the program 


this association has pledged to give the 
banquet to the visiting delegates, which 
means an outlay of $10,000. Other busi- 
ness taken up was the unanimous in- 
dorsement of the proposition to associate 
itelf with the Mayor’s Committee of Na- 
tional Defense and the plan to follow out 
the idea of trade acceptance in all trans- 
actions where possible.

George Lueders & Co. Win Heliotro- 
pine Case in British Courts. 


Damages of £224, together with the costs 
of the court, were awarded recently to 
George Lueders & Co., manufacturing 
chemists, of 218 Pearl street, this city, in 
the King’s Bench division of the British 
courts at London, The defendants in the 
action, and against whom the judgment 
was rendered, were Cooke, Tweedale & 
Co., of Manchester, Eng. The action 
grew out of the failure of the defendants 
to fulfill a contract with the plaintiffs 
under which they were to deliver to 
lLueders & Co. a total of 25 hundred- 
Weights of heliotropine, a derivative of 
safrol, used in scenting soaps, 

The trial developed the fact that the 
defendants maintained that the British 
Government refused to permit exports of 
the product. The defendants had request- 
ed export licenses for the material as a 
coal-tar product, which latter products 
had been specifically prohibited by the 
government. Exports of the heliotropine, 
which is not obtained from coal-tar, were 
being made freely, by others at that time. 
It was intimated that the defendants, in 
making the contract, were selling short, 
and later made excuses to plaintiff to pro- 
tect themselves from a rising market, 
eventually declaring that they had sold 
the material because of inability to ship, 
due to the government’s refusal of an ex- 
port license. The court ruled that the 
defendants’ defense was inadequate, and 
found for the plaintiffs.

COURT UPHOLDS DOW CHEMICAL COMPANY 
IN OPINION IN BROMINE PROCESS CASE 





Finds That Founders of American Bromine Co. Must Have 


Had Knowledge That They Proposed to Duplicate Dow 
Plant—Patent Interest Ordered Transferred. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec, 21, 1917. 
The case of the Dow Chemical Com- 


pany vs. the American Bromine Com- 
pany and Arthur E. Schaefer, which 
hag been heard in both Midland and 


Wayne counties, Michigan, and which 
was transferred to the Detroit district 
last June, has been decided in the favor 


of the plaintiff, the Dow Chemical 
Company, by Circuit Judge Kelly S. 
Searl. : 

This case was probably the most 


striking of recent suits in the chemical 
industry based upon alleged disclosure 
of secret processes by former employes, 
and also involving the ownership of 
patents covering processes, 

The plaintiff, the Dow Chemical Com- 
pany, asked a permanent injunction re- 
straining the defendants from making 


use of certain trade secrets, claimed 
to be the exclusive property of the 
Dow company and unfairly obtained 


from certain of its employes, and also 
asks that a certain patent be trans- 
ferred to the Dow company, since 
through contract with defendant Schae- 
fer the property right in the patent 
was held to belong to the Dow com- 
pany. 

The taking of the testimony has con- 
sumed weeks, and in addition to mod- 
els, marks and charts, the ordinary ex- 
hibits numbered several hundred and 
several thousand pages of testimony 
were taken, 


Justice Searl’s Findings. 


The patent and the processes in dispute 
had to do with the manufacture of bro- 
mine and bromides from brine by means 
of am electrolytic cell and by other com- 
bined methods held in strict secrecy by 
the Dow company and, according to the 
ruling of Justice Searl, used and copied 
by the American Bromine Company in 
its plant. Justice Searl, in his opinion 
filed on December 14, 1917, said in conclu- 
sion: 

“The

parties who subsequently incor- 
under the name of the American 
Company had apparently never 


heard of the Kossuth cell. They did not 
undertake to build such a cell for their 
plant, but instead they copied the Dow 
cell and are now using one so near like 
as to require that they be restrained 
from using the same longer. The fact 
that a patent had been taken out years 
ago in Germany for this Kossuth cell is 


of very little importance in this case, and 
the same may be said of the other Ger- 
man and American patents. The exist- 
ence of the majority of these patents was 
unknown to the defendants until after 
the commencement of this suit. They did 
not secure the right to use them nor to 
build up their business in reliance upon 
disclosures from them which the public 
by reason of the expiraticn of the patents 
were entitled to use. 

“On the contrary they set out, as ad- 
mitted by them, to build a plant as near 
like the Dow plant as possible and not 
infringe the Dow patents. Whether they 
have infringed anv of the Dow patents is 
not a question to be decided in this case. 
. but they did succeed in building 
and equipping a plant in all essential re- 
spects like the Dow plant at a time when 
the plaintiff was operating the only plant 
of that kind in this country—or anywhere 
for that matter. 


Relief Granted Dow. 


“Plaintiff, having by reason of the in- 
ventions of Dow and others, kept its 
processes secret and built up an exten- 
sive and thriving business, is now en- 
titled to the relief prayed for in the bill 
filed in this cause. 

““A decree may be entered accordingly, 


requiring defendant 
gn his said patent to the 
plaintiff. And, inasmuch as the Amer- 
ican Bromine Company have under their 
contract with Schaefer an interest in said

patent, suc h defendant will also be re- 
quired to relinquish the same. 

“The court will not at this time under- 
take to state the exact terms of the de- 


eree, as counsel are better prepared than 


the court to frame and agree upon the 
terms thereof. Each party may propose 
a decree, and if the same cannot be 


agreed upon or settled by the court with- 
out doing so, a day will be set apart for 











hearing counsel on both sides upon the 
settlement thereof. Plaintiff will recover 
eosts to be taxed as against the defen- 
dant. 

Complaint as Filed. 

The bill of complaint set forth:—That 
Herbert H. Dow, of Midland, Mich., dis- 
covered the presence of bromine cer- 
tain brine from natural gas wells, and 
that after investigations in 1888 and 1889 
he discovered a new process by which 
the bromine was extracted by blowing 
air through the brine ind then recov- 
ered by bringing in contact with certain 
chemicals, resulting in the formation of 
desired bromides; that during 1889 he 
manufactured bromide of iron by this 
process; that on October 2s. 1889, he ap- 
plied for a patent issued September 29, 
1891 (No. 460,370), and reissued April 12, 
is92, reissue No. 12,232, and that he began 
the construction of a plant in Midland, 
Mich., in August, 189. That subsequent 
investigations resulted in the develop- 
ment of an electrolytic process, ind that 
all processes were conveyed to the Mid- 
land Chemical Company and kept secret, 

works enclosed with a barrier, and

specially guarded to prevent the details 
from becoming public, the Manufacture 
of bromides being carried on in a sepa- 
rate building, also guarded. That the 
two bromide plants of the plaintiff have 
a present capacity of 1,500,000 pounds a 
year. 


Employment of Schaefer. 


That on July 9, 1904, plaintiff employed 
Arthur E. Schaefer, one of the defen- 
dants, as a chemist in its laboratory; that 
later Schaefer had charge of the plain- 
tiff's bromide plant and its manufacture 
of bromides and the processes used, and 
that he continued in that capacity until 
September 15, 1905; that about February 
1, 1908, he returned to the employ of the 
Dow Company and became the superin- 


tendent of the bromide plant and con- 
tinued in that capacity till July 1, 1910; 
that the Emerson Drug Company, of 
Baltimore, and the Dr. Miles Medical 


Company, of Elkhart, Ind., through their 
principal stockholders or stockholding in- 
terests undertook the organization of the 
American Bromine Company on Decem- 
ber 1 1915, and bought lands and erected 
a plant at Midland; that the plaintiff 
was advised and believes a complete ap- 


paratus for the manufacture of bromide 
identical with that used by the Dow 
Company and including all the Dow 


secret devices and apparatus was erected; 
that to acquire the knowledge of the 
processes the defendant employed Julius 
Burow, A. M. Douglas, former employes 
of the Dow Company and sought to em- 
ploy James C. Graves, formerly general 
superintendent for Dow, but he refused; 
that afterwards Arthur FE. Schaefer was 
employed by the American_Bromine Com- 


pany as consulting engfnéér and expert 
adviser; that while Schaefer left the 


employ of the Dow Company July 1, 1910, 
he was continued on the payroll for three 
months under special agreement; that 
Schaefer obtained a patent, No. 1,085,944, 
on a method for the recovery of bromine 
by the aid and for the use of a solution of 
ferrous bromide therein, claiming he was 
the inventor and that the process was in 
use in the Dow plant at the time Schae- 


fer was employed there. 
Bromine Co. Answer. 
The American Bromine Company In an- 


swer to the bill of complaint filed affidav- 
its to the effect that although it had em- 
pioyed a Dow employe, one Douglas, and 
he had collaborated on the erection of a 
cell, the cell was not successful, and that 





another cell was developed and also a 
process differing in essentials from the 
Dow process. An improvement on the 
Dow process of purifying the bromide 
brine as it passed through the electro- 
lvtiec cells was especially commented 
upon. The defendant denied any inten- 


tion to appropriate any secret of the Dow 
process, and denied any effort or steps 
to do this, 

The suit was to compel the disclosure of 
sums paid by the American Bromine 
Company or any other person for right 
to patent 1,085,944, the assignment of 
the patent by Schaefer, and perpetual 
injunction against the use of processes 
of Dow, or the employment of any of 
the former or present Dow employes or 
of disposing of the patent to any one 
else, together with an accounting, and 
that the existing devices and apparatus 
in the American Bromine plant be or- 
dered destroyed, together with payment 
to the Dow Compamy of all sums found 
due them in accounting as assessed by 
the court, 


Opinion of Justice Searl. 


The court traced the steps taken by 
Dow in perfecting an improved process 
of recovering bromine, in place of the old 
bolling-out process used previously, in- 
stancing the use of electricity and the

blowing-out process more fully developed 
later, amd both of which. have been in 
use by the Midland Chemical Company 
and Dow Chemical Company practically 
continuously since 1892. The Dow Com- 
pany had practically no competition in 
America, and although German manufac- 
turers were shipping some bromine to 
the United States, these shipments ceased 
at the outbreak of the European war. 

Justice Searl then proceeded: That the 
Emerson Drug Company and the Dr. 
Miles Medical Company had purchased 
bromides in considerable quantities, the 
former company as high as 100,000 pounds 
a year on contract. With the increased 
price demanded a controversy arose, the 
purchasing concerns alléging that the 
Dow Company was charging an exorbli- 
tant price because having a practical 
monopoly. In 1915 the Emerson Company 
considered the advisability of engaging 
in the manufacture of bromide, and 
learned of Douglas and of the fact that 
the Meyer Brothers plant at Midland was 
for sale. A co-partnership was formed 
by the Emerson Drug Company and the 
Dr. Miles Medical Company and the 
American Bromine Company was Iincor- 
porated under the laws of Michigan in 
December, 1915, with the Emerson Com- 
pany holding 60 per cent. and the Miles 
Company 40 per cent. of the Bromine com- 
pany stock, 

The court then reviewed the correspon- 
dence between Douglas and the Emer- 
son Drug Company, the discussion of the 
process to be used and the fact that Dow 
was using an electrolytic process. After 
all the correspondence and conferences 
“in which the founders of the American 
Bromine Company were practically in- 
formed in so many words that the Dow 
Company were operating under secret 
processes in addition to its patented pro- 
cesses, Douglas was employed and set 
to work to build a plant to make bromines 
and bromides, not by the use of bittern 
waters as he recommended, but by the 
electrolytic process.’’ 


Duplicate of Dow Plant. 


“The officials of the Emerson Drug 
Company,” asserts the court, ‘‘must have 
had full notice and knowledge that it was 
proposed to duplicate the plamt of the 
Dow Company in all its essential details, 
except possibly where it might conflict 
with the patents held by the Dow Com- 
pany.” Later Schaefer was employed to 
take the place of Douglas. 

The court also says:—‘“I find that ex- 
cept in some minor details the plant of 
the American Bromine Company Is in its 
essential characteristics a duplicate of 
portions of the plant of fae Dow Chem- 
ical Company and that in the manufac- 
ture of bromine and bromides from raw 
brine the American 3romine Company 
are now using the same processes as were 
used by the Dow Company at the time 
Douglas and Schaefer were employed by 
the latter company.”

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GERMAN PATENT 
DRUGS RELEASED 


“Veronal” and “Novocain” 


Will Be Made in U. S— 
Right to Fix Prices 


Reserved. 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 
The Federal Trade Commission on 
Wednesday granted to three American 
firms licenses to manufacture and sell 
. two drugs which heretofore have been 
controlled by enemy aliens under Ameri- 
can patents. 


The Abbott Laboratories, of Chicago, 
were licensed to produce and sell ‘‘Vero- 
nal’’ under a non-exclusive license. The 
patent for this important drug was 
granted to Emil Fisher for E, Merck, of 
Darmstadt, Germany, to run until 1922. 
Under the terms of the license issued the 
drug, one of the safest and best hyp- 
notics and nerve calmatives, is hereafter 
to be known as “‘Barbital.” It is stipu- 
lated that the new name, together with 


the scientific name, C. C. Diethylbarbi- 
turic acid, be printed on all packages 
containing the drug. The old name of 


“Veronal’’ may also be used on the pack- 
ages In an explanatory sense. The Ab- 
bott company is required under its license 
to pay to the alien property custodian 
© per cent. of its gross receipts on the 
sale of the drug. It is further stipulated 
that the Federal Trade Commission re- 
Serves the right to fix prices and be the 
judge at all times of the quality of the 
drug manufactured. The pre-war price 
of this drug was $21.50 per pound; it now 
costs $40 per pound to import it. The 
Abbott company can make it at $20 per 
pound and will sell it at a 15 per cent. 
profit. 

_The Rector Chemical Company, of New 
York City, and the Farbwerke-Hoechst 
Company, of which latter Herman A. 
Metz holds all the stock, were licensed to 
manufacture and sell the drug introduced 
as Novocain, which is hereafter to be 
called ‘‘Pro-Caine.” ‘“Pro-Caine’ is a 
local anesthetic extensively used in 
Surgery. It has largely supplanted the 
use of cocaine and has nome of the ill 
effects or habit-forming qualities of co- 
caine, The pre-war price for ‘‘Pro-Caine” 
was $52 per pound, but the last sale a 
few weeks ago brought $720 per pound, 
The Rector company believes it can man- 
ufacture “‘Pro-€@aine’”’ for $65 per pound, 
and agrees to sell at about $95 per pound. 
Right to fix price and judge of the qual- 


ity of the production, as usual, is re- 
served by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. The licensees are required to pay 


to the alien property custodian 5 per cent 
of their gross receipts. It is stipulatea 
also in the licenses that the new name, 
“Pro-Caine,”" must appear on all pack- 
ages containing the drug.

Trade is dull in the paint market. 
Prices did not change, the tone con- 


tinuing firm despite the lack of interest 
displayed. Inquiry comes from scat- 
tered sources and is mainly in small 
lots to cover nearby requirements. The 
holiday season and the fact that large 


manufacturers are engaged in stock- 
taking adds to the dullness. The prin- 


cipa] discouraging factor is the railroad 
situation. Deliveries are difficult to 
make, and the long delays encountered 
often result in the cancellation of con- 
tracts. Producing plants face a _ seri- 
ous proposition in the matter of labor, 
and many will be unable to run to full 
capacity. In view of these factors new 
contracts being closed are for a period 
of but three months. The question of 
securing raw materials, constantly in- 
creasing prices of chemicals, and the 
difficulty in obtaining fuel for the main- 
tenance of these plants must also be 
considered by the producer when half- 
year or full-year contracts are refused. 
Despite these influences, higher prices 
are confidently expected the coming 
season for all paint materials. Oils 
going into the manufacture of paints 
are advancing rapidly, notably linseed, 
which today is selling at record levels, 
with only a limited supply available. 
Soya bean is not being offered in usual 
quantities, and sellers are finding dif- 
ficultv in filling limited orders. China 
wood is selling well above the normal, 
and the best prices are reported at pri- 
mary centers. Consequently the offer- 
ings at coast points are light. Turpen- 
tine prices have advanced to a basis 
where consumers are practically forced 
out of the market. Numerous substi- 
tutes are engaging the attention of the 
trade, but not much success has been 
met so far. There can be no relief 
from imports, either raw materials or 
finished paints, bottoms being so scarce 
that available room is teing given to 
other commodities held more important 
by the Government. ; 
“Following are reports of the princi- 
pal items of the market. 
PIG LEAD.—Prices are strong and 
supplies light. Leading interests con- 
tinue to quote 6%4c. per pound, New 
York, and 6.171%4¢c. per pound, St. Louis, 
but these prices are nominal and repre- 
sent the level at which contracts are 
being delivered. Fresh business could 
not be done except at advances. Inde- 
pendents are asking 6'%4c. to 6%c. per 
pound and 6c. to 6.35c. per pound, 
East St. Louis, for spot delivery. For 
December shipment 6.3714c. to 6.62%4c. 
per pound is asked, and January 6c. 
to 6%c. per pound. Lead ore at Joplin 
closed at $75 per ton. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC 
ATE).—Prices fwere unchanged. The 
market situation continued dull, the 
little business passing being for re- 
quirements. Principal producers are 
firm in their ideas and are not willing 
to offer concessions. Asking prices 
averaged from 9c. to 10c. per pound, 
and from 10%c. to llc. per pound for 
oil qualities. No offerings of foreign 
grades are reported. Shipping con- 
ditions are against important receipts. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Steady prices prevailed, but 
there was no consuming demand of any 
account.

RED LEAD.— Manufacturers and 
jobbers reported no change in the gen- 
eral situation. Prices at the close were 
he!d at from 10c. to 114%4¢c. per pound 
and from 114c. to 11%c. per pound for 


oil qualities. Foreign prices were 
nominal, no offerings being possible. 
The expected. demand has failed to 


materialize and the business is disap- 
pointing. 


LITHARGE.—While_ steady prices 
were nominally unchanged. Sellers 
were asking 9144@11%c. per pound. 
Nominal prices prevailed for foreign 


qualities and no receipts were reported. 


Business was extremely quiet, con-

DEAN OF N. Y. COLLEGE 
TELLS OF RECENT TRIP 


That Colombia, which already sup- 
plies to the United States large 
amounts of botanical drugs, can be 


drawn upon, under proper conditions 
for infinitely larger quantities of such 
of these as are already factors in com- 
merce, and for others not so generally 
known, is the belief of Dr. H. H. 
Rusby, dean of the College of Phar- 
macy of the City of New York, profes- 
sor of pharmacognosy, and discoverer 
of many new botanical drugs. 

Dr. Rusby, with assistants, passed 
the summer and early fall months in 
botanical investigation in Colombia, his 
original objective having been the 
headwaters of the Orinoco River, as 
stated in a comprehensive interview 
outlining his proposed trip which ap- 
peared in the Reporter of May 14, 1917. 

This expedition was the third Dr. 
Rusby has conducted into South Amer- 
ican territory, the others visiting the 


Andean districts of Peru and Bolivia, 
traversing the South American conti- 
nent down the Mapiri, Beni, Madeira 
and Amazon rivers. In an early ex- 
pedition Dr. Rusby and his compan- 
ion, Cyrilo F. Kiernan, traced the 
course of the Beni River and mapped 


it. The course of his most recent ex- 
pedition was to the country midway 
between the districts investigated by 


him on previous trips. 


In eddition to his search for botani- 
cal drugs—particularly varieties of cin- 
chona—Dr. Rusby devoted considerable 
attention to flora, fish, serpents, agri- 
cultural methods and possibilities of 
extension, transportation, etec., and to 
studies of native drugs and their ef- 


fects. 

In an interview with a representative 
of the Reporter, in speaking of his re- 
cent expedition, its discoveries, and of 
the opportunities now dormant in Co- 
lombia awaiting the entrance of Amer- 
ican capital and American enterprise, 
Dr. Rusby said:—

“Colombia produces chocolate beans of 
superior quality, and could easily enrich 
herself by their export, yet she supplies 
scarcely enough for home consumption. 


Thousands of Miles for Coconuts. 


“Thousands of square miles of land now 
unused are avallable for the growth of 
the valuable coconut tree, which, once 
planted, is capable of taking care of itself. 
Still more indicative of Colombia's de- 
plorable situation is the fact that hun- 
dreds of square miles are already cov- 
ered with native palms which annually 
produce millions of dollars worth of oll- 
bearing seeds, the entire product being 
left to rot upon the ground. These palm 
seeds represent many species and a num- 


ber of genea, and are found in all parts 
of the republic, from the sea coast well 
toward the mountain summits. Most 


up 
of them have never been investigated as 
to the yield or quality of their oil. The 
castor oil p!ant grows wild, and with lit- 
tle care might be made to yield an im- 
portant harvest. These wild castor oil 
plants occupy waste places amd dumping 
grounds, around out-buildings, factories, 
and lumber yards, along fence rows and 
railroad tracks, very much as the stramo- 
nium grows with us. The plants are tall 
and widely beached and often yield heav- 
ilv. The seeds are mostly small. Large 
areas are adapted to the growth of the 
peanut, which would require comparative- 


ly little cultivation. In many parts of 
tropical America the peanut grows wild, 
occupying plazas and other rich, sandy 


plots. 
“In the domestic markets are found ex- 


cellent beans in a number of varieties, and 
the country is capable of supplying a 
large export trade in this Important food 
product. 
“Vast areas are well adapted to the 
growth of cotton, of which the quality is 
excellent, but which is produced in but 
small amounts and in few localities. 


Fiber Plants 


“Colombia abounds in plants which pro- 
cho.ce fiber of Many varieties. ‘The 
waste of such material through 
decay is sufficient to make the country 
wealthy were it utilized. The same may 
be said of paper-making material and of 
vegetable substances from which alcohol 
could easily be produced. The waste of 
these materials is the more deplorable be-

Indeed, 
the very streams that might be turning 
these products into money are burdened 
with their rotting remains, which they are 
downward into the rivers and 
into the ocean's bed.

Petroleum Deposits. 

“Very large deposits of petroleum are 
also believed to exist and both the Stand- 
ard and the Texas companies are now en- 
gaged in prospecting them. The Standard 
is setting about its work in a most thor- 
ough amd systematic manner and is mak- 
ing a thoroughly accurate and detailed 
map of the region. The American com- 
panies have been engaged im an endeavor 
to secure concessions from the Colombian 
government for working these deposits. 
When I was there everything looked very 
favorab'e for a satisfactory arrangement, 
but letters just received inform me that 
the Colombian Congress is displeased over 
the embargo by the United States, and 
is less favorably disposed toward the ar- 
rangement. 

“Taking «a birdseye view of this great 
treasure land, we are reminded that, by 
all the laws of nature, its development is 
one of our responsibilities. Lying almost 
directly south of us and to be reached by 
sailing almost in a bee lime, it is the near- 
est of all our available sources of supply

This 
would not kill the river steamer traffic. 
Those steamers wou!d have all that they 
could do and much more than they have 
at present, ‘This,’ said he, ‘requires large 
capital and it cam only be secured from 
outside. The United States is the natural 
country to supply it.’ 


Waiting Upon United States. 





“Colombia is walting upon the United 
States. It is true that there is a serious 
question at issue in relation to the Pan- 


ama affair, but this is capable of adjust- 
ment with perfect ease, and no such trifle 
should be allowed to stand for a single 
year between us and our umparalle'ed op- 
portunity for trade development with Co- 
lombia. From peon to president, every 
class in Colombia, with the exception of 
the priesthood, is fairly courting the good 
will and co-operation of the United States 
and its people, and it would be most rep- 


rehensible for our government to refuse 
to meet them half way. 
All on Small Scale. 
“Everything im Colombia is done on a 


small scale and in a hand-to-mouth fash- 
ion. The necessaries of life are close to 
each hand and are produced continuously. 
Hence there is little need or attempt to 
provide for the future and this provision, 
in regard to Many things, scarcely suf- 
fices from one day to the mext. 

“The striking pecullarity of Colombian 
production is that only in exceptional 
cases is anything produced in large quan- 


tity at one place. With poor facilities 
for the transportation of a surplus to 
other markets, there is little disposition 


to produce more than enough to supply 
the local demand. Hence, if one were to 
attempt exploitation or manufacture of 
native products, he would be at once 
forced by the necessity of establishing a 
production adequate to his needs, 

“The want of transportation facilities 
may probably be assigned as the most 
effective Immediate cause of the unsatis- 
factory conditions in Colombia. Where 
steamboat lines, railroads, or even cart 
roads have been established, an extensive 
and profitable commerce and a great ex- 
tension of all lines of industry has im- 
mediately sprung up and grown apace, 
and the enterprises themselves have al- 
most always paid from the start. When 
this has not been true, the result has 
been due to mismanagement. Under such 
circumstances the man who has grown a 
half acre of sugar cane and squeezed it in 


a hand press now builds a factory and 
Ships sugar to the nearest large town. 
He whose wife has grown a clump of 


pineapple plants along her back fence, 
and carried the crop to the village square 


in a blamket slung across her back, now 
plants out a field and fills orders for 
dozens of hundreds of the fruits. His 


wife builds a hennery and soon puts a 
crate of fattened fowls on the freight or 
express car, or on the @éart, instead of 
standing her children at the street cor- 
ner, each with a pullet In his arms, for 
sale to the passersby, 


Transportation Resources. 


“Colombia’s tramsportation resources 
may be briefly described as fol!ows:—It 
has nearly a thousand miles of coast with 
a number of good harbors on the Pacific. 
Very few of the rivers on that coast are 
navigable and that only for extremely 
short distances, and the mountains, which 
lie close along the shore, render commu- 
nication with the interior very scanty and 


difficult. It has an equal amount of 
northern coast upon the Caribbean Sea, 
and this has many excellent harbors. 


Three river systems, possessing important 
navigable portions, enter the coumtry from 
this coast. Each lies in a valley between 
high mountain ranges, so that transverse 
communication from one to another is 
both difficult and sparse, 

“Nearly half of the Republic of Colom- 
bia, that to the north and west, is oc- 
cupied by the high Andes, and mone of 
the rivers referred to permits of naviga- 
tion much beyond the middle of this 
mountain region. The Magdalena River 
affords navigation for about five hundred 
miles, that is, about half way from the 
northern to the southern boundary, and 
its course runs omly about two or three 
hundred miles from the Pacific coast. Its 
principal branch is the Cauca, which en- 


ters it near its mouth, and which is also 
navigable for a hundred miles or so. It 


occupies a narrow valley just west of the 
Mavedalena, and separated and almost iso- 
lated from it by a high mountain chain. 
Still farther west is the Sinu, which has 
a maze of intercommunicating channels, 
covering a wide region toward its mouth, 
The most western navigable river is the 
Atrato. 


Immense Fertile Plain. 


of Colombia, perhaps 
lies to the south- 
a vast a luvial plain, thickly 
r numerous nearly parallel 
rivers, nearly all of them more or 
navigable, and several of them destined 
to carry ultimately an immense traffic to 
and down the Orinoco. Some of these 
rivers connect with the Amazon through 
the Rio Negro. The lumbering, agricul- 
tural and grazing possibilities of this vast 
region are incalculable. As yet the 
sreater part of it is not redeemed from 
savagery. This region is so completely 
isolated from us by the great Andean 
mountain chain that we are not as yet

River Transportation. 


“On the Magdalena there are numerous 
steamer lines running’ stern-wheelers 
which draw not more than three feet of 
water when fully loaded. Yet these run 
aground more or less frequently on al- 
most every trip. Often they have to lie 
for one or more days to await one of the 
frequent temporary rises of the water 
before thev can escape. Toward the up- 
per portion there are rapids, so that pas- 
sengers and freight have to be transferred 
about fifty miles by railroad, then taking 
a steamer again for a similar distance, 
after which steamer mavigation ends. 
From there a railroad runs east to Bo- 
gota, the capital of the republic, and from 
the latter place mule trails radiate in all 


directions. Another railroad has been 
started toward the west, to run to the 
Pacific, but its completion is in the in- 


future. From the steamer ter- 
minus also, numerous mule trails radiate 
to all parts of the south and west, but 
there is scarcely any road on which 
wagons can travel for more than a short 
distance. Outside the towns, a’ wheeled 
vehicie is something of a curiosity. 


Few Short Railroads. 


“Colombia has less than a dozen short 
railroads, no one of them connecting with 
any other. Most of them run east or 
west from the river to the distant moun- 
tains, and at their terminal mule trails 
constitute the only means of communica- 
tion with other parts. From all the other 
numerous river ports similar mule trails 
radiate off through the country. 


Wagon Roads Scarce. 


“Wagon roads are very scarce. 
the mountains the cost of making and 
maintaining them is very great, but 
throughout the level coumtry this is per- 
fectly practicable and their construction 
would lend a great impetus to the coun- 
try’s development. 

“‘A railroad directly through the center 
of Colombia for something more than half 
its length could be built at a very moder- 
ate expense. Its connection with the 
great eastern plains would be very costly 
for a short distance, but would open up 
a greater amount of natural wealth than 
almost any other possible equal expendi- 
ture upon the western contjnent. 


“An inquiry as to why these rail and 
wagon roads have not been, and are not 
being built, brings us to the final topic 
of our study, gamely, the character of the 
people, upon which element everything 
finally depends. To treat this subject 
briefly is an extremely difficult task, and 
I will confine myse'f to such of their 
characteristics as have a direct bearing 
upon the above question. 


Popular Characteristics. 


“The laboring classes are large, very 
strong physically and very enduring, far 
more industrious and energetic than most 


definite 


Among 


of the South American laborers, faithful 
to their business «greements, total ab- 
stainers or moderate users of alcohol, 


frugal and self-denying in their habits, 
peaceful and cheerful. They are exceed- 
ingly observant and inquiring and reten- 
tive of memory. On the other hamd, they 
are grossly ignorant, narrow-minded al- 
most beyond belief, dead to all consider- 
ations except those of a material charac- 


ter, selfish and penurious and without a 
trace of public spirit or recognition of 
public obligation. In a way, they are 


honest; that is, they may be trusted with 
anything confided to their care, yet they 
are always ready to take a dishonest ad- 
vantage when that condition is absent. 
They are natural traders and are exceed- 
ingly cautious and exacting in their bar- 
gains, 

“The class of small tradesmen are al- 
most untrustworthy from every point of 
view. Truth is something that they wot 
not of, and fidelity In business contracts 
may be expected only when any other 
course is rendered impossible. Fixed 
prices in trading are the exception. Ev- 
ery business transaction among these 
traders is a contest for a dishonest ad- 
vantage, in which the less competent suf- 
fers defeat. This party does not then 
think of condemning the unfairness and 
dishonesty of his opponent, but only la- 
ments that he did not excel in the exer- 
cise of these traits. The result is that 
searcely any one in Colombia trusts any- 


one else. This want of public confidence 
in business transactions is a serious ob- 
stacle to sound and extensive financial 


and vommercial deve'opment. Looking at 
the matter from this point of view, one 
might almost say that the chief obstacle 
to Colombia’s development is a want of 
mutual confidence. 


Wonderful Possibilities. 


“With this impartial view of the com- 
mercial possibilities that are offered by 
Colombia, what may we regard as the 


actual prospect? In my opinion, it is one 
of wonderful development, and that in the 
near future. In spite of all the adverse 
conditions that I have been ob'iged to set 
forth, there are laws of evolution that 
cannot be prevented from working their 
way when such fundamental elements of 
success exist as those which Colombia 
possesses. Traveling through the coun- 
try, it appeared to me that there was 
everywhere, and amid all classes, a rising 


force that was straining and surging 
against its bonds and that must soon find 
vent and sweep away everything that 
tends to suppress the national develop- 
ment, 

“In my opin’on, Colombia is ready to 
become as rich a source of commercial 


and financial gain to the United States as 
India has been to England, Java to the 
Netherlands, or Cuba to Spaim; yet this 
result will be accomplished without po- 
litical affiliations of any sort and with 
advantages as great to the one country 
as to the other. This consummat'on, how- 





ever, is not to be brought about in any 
desultory or haphazard fashion. There 
must be systematic and co-ordinated ef- 


fort made upon a large scale and with 
due consideration for the element of time. 

“Above all, I would caution everyone 
against going into Colombia, or any other 
Spanish-American country, with the idea 


that his business experience at home can 
suffice for him there. The maxim that 
‘Business is business the world over’ will 


apply as to its fundamental principles, 
but mot to its practical methods. The man 
who takes his capital into Spanish-Amer- 
ica for investment, before he has gone 
through a thorough personal apprentice- 
ship in Spanish-American habits and cus- 
toms, might quite as well hang his money 
upon a Bowery lamppost with a placard 


announcing that he imtends to return for 
it upon the following day. The same is 
true of sending an inexperienced agent 
to represent him. As a matter of fact, I 
belleve that business ability and experi- 
ence count for more in those countries 
than they do in our own and that there 


ought to be a school of Spanish-American 


commerce, as well as of language, for the 
express purpose of teaching those who 
are planning for operations in that field. 


Future for Scientific Agriculture. 


“There is a wonderful future for the 
scientific agriculturist, equipped with 
modern machinery and tools and a still 


greater one for manufacturers of nearly 


all classes; but full success in these di- 
rections must wait for better transporta- 
tion facilities than now exist. The be- 
ginning should be small and the conduct 
one of patience, with an expectation of 
increasing with the country’s develop- 
ment. For such industries there is a 


large and sure return, 

“It Is, however, to capital that the larg- 
est and surest returns are offered. There 
is no such field for railroad, trolley and 
wagon road building left anywhere else in 
tropical America as in Colombia, nor for 
the development of water power and elec- 
trical equipment. This class of enter- 
prises, in turn, demands secure and stable 
conditions of government and this must 
be accomplished through sound interna- 
tional agreements and relations,”

Flax premiums in the local market are 
fading away sharply now that one 
crushing company hos established a 
needed reserve to keep going. Nearly all 


of the crushers were in the market off 
and on during the past week, but the 
aggressive buying of one company kept 
the market _ strong. Offerings were 
moderate and in good demand. On the 
break that came yesterday the demand 
was broader, but no more effective in 
cleaning up the daily receipts. Spot 


offerings were fair, compared with week 
to week figures of this year, and owing 
to the sharp premiums existing here, the 
bulk of the movement was headed in 
this direction. Compared with last year’s 
figures, the movement to market was 
very moderate. The amount of choice 
seed arriving is small. In fact, there is 
only an occasional car of really choice 
seed received, as the entire crop is light- 
weight and low in oil producing quality. 
Southern grown seed continues to form 
the greater part of the movement. 

Offerings of seed to arrive are light, as 
regular to arrive bids are very weak 
and based on the May future. For seed 
that arrives this month some of the 
crughers are paying about a cent less 
than spot, but for anything that arrives 
after the end of the month about 5bc. 
over May is bi The May future is very 
weak, compared with the December, the 
latter future displaying decided strength 
because of the struggle to get control of 
a fair reserve for immediate needs. 
Owing to the sharp gain of the Decem- 
ber, there was less competition from 
Duluth buyers in the past few days. 
There is no chance of making a carrying 
charge out of seed under present condi- 
tions, and with Argentine seed a factor 
in sight for later days, the situation does 
not favor the gathering of an important 
supply of flax in Duluth elevators, even 
though there is to be no Money made in 
handling other grains. 

In view of the very unfavorable car 
situation, the movement of seed to 
market is rather surprising. Crushers ex- 
pected that the preference shown wheat 
im requests sent out to shippers by the 
Food Administration would result in very 
light flax receipts, but in comparison 
with other grains the movement has been 
good. 

There was nothing fresh in the news 
concerning Argentine seed. All advices 
received here speak of the superior qual- 
ity of this year’s Argentine crop, com- 
pared with that of a year ago, and there 
is quite a movement under way for 
North American ports, mostly in slow- 
going sailers. However, the time for the 
delivery of this seed is not so very far 
ahead and the supply situation in this 
country will be bettered within 30 to 40 
days. Nohting more has been heard of 
Manchurian seed, and no movement of 
Canadian seed has as yet been heard of. 
The domestic supply has been about half 
taken care of, barring the need for seed 
supplies next spring. 

Duluth shipped a big lot of seed over 
the lakes late last week and since then 
some sma!l lots have been forwarded by 
rail. As a result the elevator supply at 
the head of the lakes is very moderate. 


Local elevator stocks made a gain of 
about 5,000 bushels in the week. 
LINSEED OIL. 
There was improvement noted in the 


demand for oil during the past week and 
prices are higher again. The big inter- 
est at present is in oil that can be Ge- 
livered at once or in the near future and 
the crushers are in receipt of more In- 


quiries than they can very well look 
after. Prices are quoted at $1.19@1.20 


with the undertone strong for immediate 
shipment offerings. The interest in de- 
ferred is nominal, though a few lots 
are being worked right along. The needs 
of the buyers seem to point to a rather 
low immediate supply for current uses 
and they are trying to remedy the situ- 
ation in which many of them find them- 
selves. Shipping directions on maturing 
contracts are very prompt and shipments 


are being made on fair time since the 
pooling of car equipment by the rall- 
roads, 


The greed of some of the railroads re- 
garding equipment that comes onto their 
lines is a fly in the ointment, but as 
far as box cars are concerned the situa- 
tion is quite favorable at present. Tank 
cars are scarcer than ever and it is 
harder work to keep up with tank car con- 
tracts than with contracts for smaller 
sized coopered lots. The supply on hand 
in local tanks is being maintained and 
there is no shortage of supplies to apply 
on open contracts. In the face of present 
conditions the crushers are seeing to 
it that their open contracts are well pro- 
tected, though most of them appear to 
think that the cash flax market is due 
for a setback. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There is no change in the meal market 
as compared with a week ago excepting 
that the crushers are better able to keep 
thelr mills clear of an accumulation now. 
The demand is very keen and prices are 
higher and strong at the advance. Most 
of the crushers have to turn down orders 
for immediate shipment as they have 
some old business to take part of their 
present output. The high price of mill- 
feed is still a factor, but government 
regulation of these millfeed values due 


for next week may have some effect on 
the meal market shortly. In spite of a 
threatened decline the crushers figure 


that the value of meal is still very low 
compared with millfeed, but the difficulty 
will be in getting the buyers to sec this. 
The buyers are more apt to give the cash 
outlay for supplies more attention than 


the results to be obtained in feeding dif- 
ferent supplies. 

At present the selling of meal is 
bothering the crushers at all amd 
situation as regards delivery on 
is not particularly bothersome. 
are proffering orders faster 
crushers can book them and 
them seem to have no desire 
over values. Prices quoted at $59 per 
ton and better, according to the posi- 
tion of the crushers on the market. Some 
do not care to do any selling at all for 
the moment.

Minneapolis is bidding up the flax mar- 


ket these days for there Is a shortage of 
the seed at the mills there, and they are 
anxious for more. It takes about twenty 
ears a day to keep the mills there run- 


ning and there have not been that 
much coming in; so the price has been 
boosted to get the seed drifting that way 
There is not much old. stock left on 
hand in the elevators and the movement 
of the new crop has been almost shut 
out by the car shortage and the favorit- 
ism shown wheat and other foodstuffs. 
But flax is important just Mw for the 
reason that the cattle men Want the oil 
cake, and it is expected that the demand 
in this regard will continue until about 
February, when the Montona cattle men 
put their herds out.

OIL SEED CONTROL. 


British Ministry of Food Now Regu- 
lates Crushing and Oil-Cake 


Industries. 


London, Dec. 14, 1917. 


Ministry of Food announces that 
three orders issued by the Food Con- 
troller extends his control over the oil- 
crushing and oil-cake industries. By the 
seeds, nuts and kernels (requisition) 
order he takes possession, as from De- 
cember 1, of stocks of the raw material, 
exceeding five toms of any one variety, 
held in the United Kingdom by 
any person at the close of business 
on November 30. All persons owning or 
having power to dispose of oleagenous 
seeds, nuts, and kernels arriving in the 
United Kingdom after that date are re- 
quired to place them at the disposal of 
the Food Controller, an arbitrator for the 
purpose of the transfer being appointed 
by the Lord Chief Justice. Particulars 
of stocks held, in transit to the United 
Kingdom, or purchased but not shipped, 
must be returned to the’ secretary, the 
Ministry of Food, on or before Dec. &. 

The oils, oil-cakes and meals (requisi- 
tion), amd the hardened fats (requisi- 
tion) orders require crushers,* monufac- 
turers of oil-cake and of hardened fats 
respectively to place at the disposal of 
the Food Controller the stocks of their 
manufactured products and residues in 
hand at the close of business on Nov. 
= ae those produced subsequent to that 
date.

British Government Regulates Price 
of Flaxseed. 


A cablegram from Consul General Rob- 
ert P. Skinner, at London, says:— 

Ministry of Munitions prohibits whole- 
sale dealers from selling or delivering 
flaxseed for sowing at prices exceeding 
actual cost by more than 7s. 6d. per bag 
of 182 pounds plus actual cost of trans- 
port.

High Prices Stimulate Production of 


Manganese in West-Central 
Arkansas. 


The high prices now offered for manga- 
nese ores have stimulated interest in the 
little xploitd manganse deposits of West- 
Central Arkansas. These deposits are 
found at intervals in a belt four to twelve 
miles wide, which extends west-southwest 


from Pu'aski county, at the center of the 
State, to Polk county, on its western 
border. The recent exploitation of these 
ores, Which w begun in 1915 and is st'll 


in progress, is confined almost entirely to 


the mountainous districts in the northern 
parts of the Caddo Gap and De Queen 
quadrangles, in Western Arkansas. The 
deposits have been worked only in a 
small way, and have produced but a few 
hundred tons of marketed ore. 

The manganese ores consist of the four 
oxides—psilomelane, pyrolusite, manga- 


nite and wad—the first three forming the 
larger part of the ores. Although these 


minerals may be found separately, two or 


more are generally intimately mixed in 
the same deposit, and at some places 
they are associated with Iron oxides and 
manganiferous iron ores,

Manganese Ore Abundant at Butte, 
Mont. ; 


Manganese is abundant in most of the 


lodes at Butte, Mont., heretofore worked 
for silver and zime. In an area of about 
five square miles that surrounds the 
principal copper mines on the north, 
west and southwest all the lode outcrops 
are black with manganese oxides, and In 
the workings that penetrate below the 


oxidized zone there are deposits of rho- 
dochrosite and rhodonite—minerals con- 
taining manganese. The mangazense ore 
is mostly oxidized and siliceous, and its 
content of manganese ranges from 10 to 
37 per cent., but there are small quantl- 
ties of high-grade ore, both oxide and 
carbonate.

LINSEED OIL. 


Sharp gains in prices and the es- 
tablishment of new high records for the 


season were the features of this 
market. Advancing from $1.20, the 
round lot quotation in barrels on the 
spot early in the week to $1.25 per 
gallon, the price at the close, fully 
represented the trend of values, Small- 
er lots brought additional advances, 
with prices averaging from $1.26 to 
$1.28 per gallon, covering all quanti- 


ties. At these prices linseed oil is dear. 
In normal times an average price of 
from 60c. to 70c, per gallon is fair, and 
in war times, with all oils selling at 
more or less inflated pr'ces, a dollar 
a gallon is in line with conditions, but 
present prices represent every factor 
possible that could be gathered on the 
bull side. The car shortage, high 
producing costs, scarcity of labor, a 
disastrous crop season and the ship- 
ping situat’on in regard to the move- 
ment of Argentine seed, soon to com- 
mence, are factors the trade has been 
unable to overcome, Supplies here 
on the spot are extremely small, The 
demand also is light. In the North- 
west there is a good business passing, 
but crushers are experiencing great dif- 
ficulty in securing seed to keep their 
plants running and cars to move the 
product to their customers. Govern- 
ment officials are insistent that other 
cereals, for which the demand is far 
in excess of this commodity, are given 
preference in shipment to primary 
markets, 

Seed prices moved sharply higher in 
both the cash and speculative markets. 
The December option is leading the 
upturn. Cash has sold at a prem’um 
as high as lic. over the December po- 
sition. Operations are narrow, and 
with scarcity of offerings any fair buy- 
ing orders are sufficient to bring about 
a material gain in prices,

Strengthening prices featured opera- 
tions in this market, but the demand 
was not urgent, either for cake or 
meal. Spot stocks are understood to 
be light, although large quantities are 
still held here for export to neutral 
countries of Europe, for which no l- 
censes will be granted, Inquiry is 
being limited to requirements in view 
of the high prices prevailing, 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The market was devoid of feature, 
with volume of business light and 
trade of uncertain character. A new 
price of 17%c. per pound, or $1.31%4 
per gallon, has been decided upon as 
the price for cottonseed oil in buyers’ 
tanks, f. o. b. Southern mills, to meet 
the approval of the Federal Food Ad- 
ministration. Quite a few sales have 
been made at this price during the in- 
terval. Government Officials have ad- 
vised refining interests and crude oil 
interests to trade as near a basis of 
$1.27 for crude as possible. 

There can be no complaint as to the 
conservativeness of dealings, as this 
is directly in line with the scope of 
the licensing system. The main dif- 
ficulty is in reaching the seed market, 
which, as far as known, has not been 
subjected to distinct regulation. Al- 
most all the seed of this crop has 
passed from first hands into the hands 
of mills or refiners. More than 70 per 
cent. of this seed has now gone into 
real channels of consumption. 


Indications point to a somewhat bet- 


ter trade in the New York market. 

Regulations governing the Chicago 
provision market are holding specula- 
tion and are providing a hedging mar- 
ket. Such regulations are being em- 
phasized by those favoring a hedging 
market. 

Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
other States have followed the lead of 
Texas in setting a price for cotton- 
seed cake. The Texas basis was 
ste in every case, announced as 
53.50. 

Cottonseed crushers of Georgia and 
Alabama have adopted a _ resolution 
fixing the price of cottonseed meal at 
$47.50 per ton. This price will apply 
to meal that contains more than 36 
per cent. protein and in lots of thirty 
cars or more. This action taken by 
the crushers wil] Save farmers of the 
two States approximately a million 
and a half dollars yearly. 

The census bureau at Washington 
issued a report on Thursday, December 
20, for the period from August 1 to 
November 30 showing 2,658,978 tons of 
cottonseed less reshipments reveived 
at mills. and 1.531,351 tons crushed; 
also 1,161,554 tons held ,at the mills 
November 30. The product of crude 
oil is 458,346.889 pounds; refined, 284,- 
368 923 pounds; cake and meal, 734,763 
tons; hulls, 353.732 tons; linters, 379,- 
344 bales; hull fiber, 88,447. Stocks 
November 30—Crude oil, 139,516,149 
pounds; refined, 128,008,472 pounds. 

Imports for cottonseed oil for the 
Seven months ending September, 1917, 
were 1,156.099 pounds, free of duty, 
valued at $97,089, in comparison with 
135,210 pounds. valued at $10778, for 
the same period last year.

Chicago Lard Market. 


Chicago, Dec. 21, 1917. 


The lard market here experienced another 
slump within the last seven-day period, the 
decline in prices ranging from 32'%c. per 100 
pounds on the May option to T5c. per 100 
pounds on leaf lard and the neutrals. The 
easing of the market is attributed in some 
quarters to the decline in the Southern meat 
demand, the heavier hog receipts, and the sub- 
sequent falling off in the price of livestock. 
These factors brought about heavy liquida- 
tion on the part of lard holders, and the de- 
cline in prices followed. 


The December option lost 40c per 100 
pounds, and the decline in lard for January 
ielivery was 35@57%c. While May lard sold 
down to 32%c, below the quotation of a week 


ago, the market closed with this option firm 
at $24.55, or last week’s price.

that of last year, due chiefly to the 
heavy requirements for edible pur- 
poses.

It states that 
producers of olive oil in Portugal can- 
not sell their oil to dealers for a price 
less than 65 centavos for a liter. If 
the oil has more than one degree of 
acidity, the maximum price is fixed 
at 40 centavos. ‘Retailers are allowed 
10 per cent. profit. Olive oil from 
abroad is admitted free of duty. The 
Government of Portugal has ent're 
control of this article, Imports for 
the seven months ending September, 
1917, are 11,600 gallons, valued at $10,- 
031, in comparison with 10,449 gallons, 
valued at $9,330 for the same period 
last year. 

PALM OIL.—A continued scarcity of 
palm oil prevents active business. The 
tin plate trades are all reported short

British Control Oil-Seed Supplies 
After December 1. 


A cablegram from the American Consul- 
General at London says:— 

Food Ministry orders all 
gaged in crushing oils from seeds, nuts 
and kernels placed at controller’s dis- 
posal, all oil cakes and meals on hand 
November 30, and all stocks produced 
after that date.

Japan’s Ship Restrictions Affect Bean 
Oil Trade. 


While the Japanese Government has 
placed restrictions upon Japanese ships, 
they did not yet seem to have crystallized 
into definite form, and Japanese shipping 
firms here state that they are uncertain 
as to what they can do with their ships 
in the way of chartering for foreign voy- 
ages. As a consequence, charter rates are 
rising and are becoming more difficult to 
arrange, while vesse.s running om regular 
lines to Japan, such as the Dairen-Kobe 
line of the Osaka Shosen Kaisha, are 
lowering their rates. These rates are 
falling steadily, and consequently soya 
bean oil is being shipped in increasing 
quantities to Kobe, where the market 
price is said to be lower now than at 
Dairen. 

If the present condition continues it is 
anticipated that the Dairen market will 
be affected and that the local demand 
will fall off. This is bound to have an 
adverse effect upon the milling industry, 
for it is a continuing demand that causes 
the mills to operate at full capacity, 
whereas if they have to ship to Kobe to 
dispose of their product they will con- 
sider conditions not so favorable. Al- 
ready the market is slack, and unless 
American offers rise in price it is antici- 
pated that the trade here will not become 
reanimated as long as present shipping 
conditions continue.

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OIL PAINT AND 


Oil, Chemical and Mineral Products 
of Southern California in Year 1917 





By ARTHUR W. KINNEY, Industrial Commissioner. 








The year 1917 has been one of wonderful 
activity in the development of the min- 
eral and chemical potentialities of South- 


ern California. The mineral output of 
Southern California fer the year 1916 was 
valued at $22,809,461, petroleum being the 


product obtained. Second 
of production was tungsten 
ore and concentrates, which resched the 
astenisiune figure o1 ! %1 tows vaiued at 
$3,915,434. Potash is now obtained in large 
quantities in this region from four 
sources—the Searles Lake deposits, kelp, 
sugar waste and from the various cement 
plants. One of the latter now employs a 
leaching system, installed for preparing 
high-grade potash salts. 


Oil Refining. 


Throughout the year oil refining has 
been carried on with feverish activity, re- 
sulting in a greatly increased volume of 
the finished product. Various refineries, 
notably the Standard Oil Company and 
the General Petroleum Company, have 
spent large sums of money in additions 
and equipment, and hundreds of addi- 
tional workers have been given emp:0oy- 
ment. The former company has expend- 
ed over $1,000,000 at the El Segundo re- 
finery alone, and has increased its output 
of lubricants enormously. The latter com- 
pany has installed furnaces for the 
eracking of low-grade distillate into syn- 
thetic gasoline. fi : 

At Los Angeles harbor the Union ou 
Company has commenced construction on 
the first unit of a $2,000,000 refinery for the 
manufacture of lubricating oils, gasoline,

kerosene and other petroleum products. 
This company operates a large fleet of 
tank steamers, and not only assists in 


supplying the industries of the Pacific 
coast, but is a large exporter of cargoes 
of refined and lubricating oils to Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the Hawaiian 
Islands amd fuel oil to the west coast of 
Chile. 

It will be remembered that the Inter- 
national Jury of Awards at the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition awarded the highest 
honors of two continents for exhibits of 
lubricating oils made exclusively from 
California crude petroleum over all ex- 
hibits of the products of Eastern paraf- 
fine base oils. : 

In connection with its oil refinery at 
Fillmore the Ventura Refining Company 
has expended several hundred thousand 
dollars in the construction and equipment 
of a wax extraction plant. Wax will be 
taken from lubricating stock and handled 
in large quantities as a by-product. 


Chemical Products. 


The Chemical Production Company, Los 
Angeles, is erecting a fireproof p'ant,at 
Owens Lake, Inyo county, for the manu- 
facture of soda ash. This will make the 
fourth establishment .of its kind now op- 
erating at this point and the second built 
there during the present year, the other 
being the California Alkali Company, at 
Cartego. 

In addition to the production of molyb- 
dic acid salts the Rose Chemical Com- 
pany, Los Angeles, has made commer- 
cially during the year in its electric fur- 
naces ferro tungsten, ferro molybdenum 
and ferro chrome. This company will 
soon be operating three furnaces using 
electricity in the reduction on a large 
seale of California and Arizona ores. The 
American Alloy and Chemical Company 
has also installed an electric furnace for 
the making of ferro tungsten, 

The Stauffer Chemical Company is 
erecting a $100,000 plant on its 1l5-acre 
tract on East 26th street, near Boyle ave- 
nue, Los Angeles. Hydrochloric acid will 
be the principal product manufactured. 

The Pacific Refractories Company, at 
Vernon, is manufacturing magnesite brick 
from Magnesite production in this region. 

Another new chemical plant in the Ver- 
non district is the California Chemical 
Company, operating its own oil refinery, 
is manufacturing a full line of orchard 
sprays. 

At Long Western Chemical 
Company is successfully manufacturing 
strontium nitrate from celestite, a min- 
eral found in Imperial county. This is 
the second concern in this district to en- 
gage in the making of this product. 


Potash. 


Searles Lake the 
potash companies, the 
Company, and Solvay Process Co., have 
continued to produce large quantities of 
chloride of potash. The former company 
has made additions to its refinery at Los 
Angeles harbor costing several hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, and is now ship-

experimental kelp potash plant. The 


principal product manufactured thus far 
is kelp ash, 

White oxide of antimony Is now being 
made by the Western Metals Compamy at 
Harbor City. 


Another new concern, the N. C. Ward 
Company, Los Angeles, has installed and 
is operating a complete plant for the 


manufacture of permanganate of potash. 
At Inglewood the Graphite Products Com- 
pany is equipping a factory for the mak- 
ing of crucible and carbon electrodes. 

The Crvstal Hills Mine, Inec., has just 
completed a plant at Huntington Park for 
the making of salts of aluminum and 
magnesium sulphate (epsom salts) draw- 
ing on the extensive salt beds of Inyo 
county for raw material. 


Oxygen. 


The new oxygen p.amt of the Linde Air 
Products Company, completed early this 
year, is now in full operation. The Cal- 
ifornia-Burdett Oxygen Company, mak- 
ing the same product at Vernon, has 
erected new buildings and greatly en- 
larged its facilities, 

An important new industry has been 
inaugurated at Vernon by the Globe Oil 
Mills Company, in the manufacture of 
oil from soya beans. This company has 
recent!y received, direct from Russia, a 
cargo of 9,300 tons of these beans and is 
grinding the same at the rate of 120 tons 
a day. The oil is refined, washed, 
bleached and filtered and the material 
left after its extraction is made Into oil 
meal cake. 

The Western 
pany is installing machinery and equip- 
ment in a large fireproof building at 
Tropico for the purpose of manufacturing 
droxamine and other kindred coal-tar 
products. The former is to be used as a 
substitute for the German metal which 
is no longer obtainable in the market. 

At Corona a new concern, the United 
Chemical Company, is equipping a fac- 
tory for the manufacture of citric acid 
and other citrius by-products. This will 
be the second concern engaged in this 
business at this place, the Citrus By- 
products Company, a co-operative organi- 
zation composed of various members of 
the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
having opened a plant last year to handle 
cull lemons in that district.

PRODUCTION OF CRUDE OIL SHOWS 
NO SIGNS OF INCREASE — HOW 
TRAFFIC CONDITIONS AFFECT 
MARKETS. 





There seems to be no possibility of any permanent 
increase in the output of crude petroleum until the 
handicap of weather conditions shall have been 
lifted. There are, however, a number of factors 
in the market reports since our last issue which indi- 
cate that there has been no letup in the attempt to 
force up production whenever the materials were at 
hand and when water and labor were not lacking. 
The weather has put a damper upon new work to a 
large extent, but that is not unnatural at this season 
of the year. . The fact that the new work total last 
month was a record indicates the serious considera- 
tion given the necessity for oil production by the men 
who must get the oil—the producers themselves. 

When Congress reassembles after the Christmas 
holidays the Senate will promptly vote upon one of 
the biggest war measures, unlocking vast areas for 
coal and oil development. This is one of the meas- 
ures recommended by Secretary Lane in his annual 
report as one of the things which must be done at 
once. Before adjourning on Tuesday of this week 
the Senate decided to vote upon the oil land leasing 
bill on January 7. Much of the time at the Monday 
session was given over to debate upon the oil land 
leasing bill. 

Refined Price Up Again. 

While there has been no- change in the field quo- 
tations for crude oil in any of the fields of the coun- 
try, there has been another local uplift of a cent a 
gallon for kerosene, tank wagon delivery. 

It is a fact that the coal shortage and the conse- 
quent demand for any fuel that can be obtained by 
the householder has sent the demand for kerosene 
to a level approximating “‘ye good old times’” when 
gasoline was a drug on the market and there were 
no motor cars or internal combustion engines to use 
up this product of distillation. Now the cry is to 
reduce the use of motor pleasure vehicles to allow the 
shipment of millions of gallons of motor fuel abroad 
for war purposes, not to mention the provision of a 
tremendous amount of gasoline for the army and navy 
of the United States and for similar war essential 
duty. - 5 

The consequence is that kerosene is in such de- 
mand that a temporary quietus has been given the 
propaganda to “‘crack”’ all kerosene and fuel oil to 
provide for the necessities of the consumers of gaso- 
line. The proposition has been made in all serious- 
ness within the past three months, but little is heard 
of the scheme today, and for ample reason. 


Export Conditions. 


The export movement of gasoline and fuel oil is 
at high pitch, with a very large percentage of the 
total exports sent to our Allies, Great Britain and 
France. Naturally enough, a great amount of this 
petroleum is sent in commandeered vessels, and, 
while the details are not to be obtained exactly, it is 
generally known in shipping circles and among the 
great petroleum factors that more than 300 cargo 
boats and some three score tankers have been taken 
over by the Government to transport this war essen- 
tial. The close scrutiny now exercised over ship- 
ments of petroleum products abroad and the strict 
regulation of sailings is shown by the release during 
the past week of six vessel loads of kerosene for Den- 
mark, illuminating oil supplies in that country having 
been almost completely exhausted. . 


The trend of exports at the present time puts the 
gasoline group at the top of the list with lubricants 
and fuel oil. Illuminating oil in cases and naphthas 
show declines. 

The movement of these products domestically has 
been severely hampered of late by the virtual em- 
bargo placed on all freight over certain lines from the 
West, caused by the diverting of eastern-bound 
traffic to lines not ordinarily employed. The Rail- 
road War Board, in a drive to relieve congestion, has 
directed ‘‘that all available facilities on all railroads 
east of Chicago be pooled to the extent necessary to 
furnish maximum freight movement.” The. first 


effect has been an order to ship foodstuffs and other 


export material to Southern and Gulf ports. In other 
movements of freight Last the Commission on Car 
Service will divert from the railroad lines where the 
congestion is most acute all freight tnat can be han- 
dled by an open route until the coazestion is relieved. 
The trend of the movement toward control is seen 
in the following resolution of tae Railroad War 
Board: 

“Resolved, That all freight, including live stock 
and perishable, from Chicago and St. Louis and 
points west thereof, eastbound, and from Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, westbound, 
passing through the Pittsburgh gateway, be embar- 
goed and diverted to the lines north and south. 

‘Resolved, To conserve power and transportation 
capacity required for war essentials, the movement of 


freight trafic on fast or reduced tonnage rating is 


hereby suspended, and it is directed that, beginning 
immediately, all such freight be hereafter operated 
on full tonnage, continuous movement, schedule.”’ 

Comprehended with this ruling is the recent order 
of the Export Division of the Eastern carriers, under 
which the authority of the division was extended to 
cover freight for export through the ports of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk 
and Newport News, with the exception of commodi- 
ties for Government use, and with the cancellation 
of existing permits. 

Under these conditions there can be no question 
as to the reason for the existence of unusual factors 
in the petroleum market.

BIG DECLINES NOTED IN MID-CONTI- 
NENT, GULF COAST COMING BACK 
TO NORMAL, FIELD REPORTS SEA- 
SONAL IN CHARACTER. 





The review for the week, just as for the month 
of November, shows that the winter weather, hard 
hauling and scarcity of labor and material have all 
contributed as depressing factors to the amount of 
crude oil produced. True, the Gulf Coast is rap- 
idly approaching a normal output, but as this is not 
a high-grade gasoline-content oil it will not help 
greatly in providing this petroleum product so much 
in demand. It will, however, have an influence upon 
the fuel oil market, which is generally showing in- 
creased firmness. In fact, the latter is approaching 
the condition manifest last winter, when for weeks 
quotations were withdrawn because of the daily 
changes in the selling price of fuel oil. 

The most depressing news of the week is recorded 
from the Kansas-Oklahoma division of the producing 
fields. Few good wells have been finished, new 
work is virtually at a standstill in some sections, and 
many wells have been closed in. The result is that 
the production of the Mid-Continent declined at the 
rate of 35,000 barrels a day during the week under 
consideration, while the number of wells working is 
reported to have been fully 500 less than for the 
previous week and there were || fewer completions 
during the same period. 


Cushing Drops Away. 

Cushing set the pace in the decline, just as it has 
previously set the pace in production. It showed a 
loss of 7,000 barrels in production, while Healdton 
dropped 13,000 barrels. The State of Kansas 
showed a decline for the period of more than 22,000 
barrels. The extent of the decline is indicated by 
the fact that while the average decline was 35,000 
barrels a day, there was one day of the period in 
which the slump totaled 75,000 barrels. There has 
been no one bright spot, for Towanda, the pool of 
the big gushers; Augusta, Blackwell and Yale—all 
good pools—have been unusually quiet during the 
interim since our previous report. 

The November pipeline reports indicate a falling 
off in Mid-Continent stocks of approximately 2,500,- 
000 barrels. 

In Coastal Fields. 


The conditions in the Coastal fields as far as pro- 
duction is concerned are better, in that the average 
output is being almost maintained, with prospects 
of immediate increase in the near future from wells 
almost into tested sands. The prospect is that all 
the fields will soon be drilling at the same ratio as 


before the strike, and this cannot but exercise an in- 
fluence for good upon the production. One well, 
estimated as flowing at 7,000 barrels, and the big- 
gest gusher since the strike began, has been brought 
in, as well as a number of smaller wells. 


In High-Grade Sections. 

A heavy loss in finished work, production and dry 
holes is shown in the report from the Eastern high- 
grade fields of the Pennsylvania group, although 
there have been many more gas wells brought in 
which will have their effect in the districts where 
coal is scanty and gas is an essential. Despite this 
temporary increase, it has been demonstrated con- 
clusively that the natural gas supply is inadequate to 
meet the existing demands. 

Pipeline reports for November indicate the loss 
in production in no uncertain manner, for the total 
runs for the month were 2,875,927 barrels, a loss 
of more than 229,000 barrels as compared with 
October, while the deliveries—the consumption— 
represented a total of 4,472,503 barrels, an increase 
of 165,000 barrels over October, and an excess of 
demand over production of approximately 1,600,- 
000 barrels. 

The stock reports for the same section—all the 
fields which are east of the Mississippi River—show 
a decline for the month of November of no less than 
667,820 barrels. It is interesting to note, however, 
that the total stocks of the country must be in the 
vicinity of 200,000,000 barrels, although returns 
from such fields as Wyoming, Colorado and Texas 
are not at hand. 

As for Wyoming. 

Wyoming is suffering from an over-abundance of 
winter weather, with heavy snow and a consequent 
decrease of work. The reports of production for 
the past year, while not compiled, have been closely 
approximated by experts, with the result that it is 
believed the output of crude in Wyoming for the 
year 1917 will be little, if any, less than 11,000,- 
000 barrels, which indicates a remarkable increase 
over the 1916 totals. The hopeful feature of the 
report is that the greatest gains were made during 
the last six months. 


_ North Louisiana. 

The finding of the big well drilled in the Pine 
Island section of the North Louisiana field has not 
been an unmixed blessing, in that the tremendous 
pressure has resulted in cutting the gas pressure on 
other wells in the same field to such an extent that 
most of these other producers have either ceased 
flowing or have cut their output in half. 

The Texas Panhandle has a real gusher in wild- 
cat territory, near the town of Ranger, withthe re- 
sult that would-be producers are flocking to the 
site and paying high prices for leases. A bonus 
of $300 an acre is being paid within a mile of the 
new well. 

Good News from Mexico. 

The Tuxpam fields of Mexico have come to the 
fore with two wells brought in on the same day, 
both of which are reported to be in the 10,000- 
barrel-a-day class. ‘The flow was unexpected and, 
as no preparations had been made, it continued 
for 24 hours before it could be shut in. Scarcity 
of materials in this district, as elsewhere, has had 
a marked effect upon general conditions. 


New Refined Change. 

The only feature of the week in the domestic 
refined market was another uplift of | cent a gallon 
for illuminating, which brings the price basis to 11 
cents a gallon, tank wagon delivery, and 16 cents 
a gallon in barrels. This is for the 150-degree oil. 
This is the third change upward since November 
10, when a cent rise was noted, followed on De- 
cember 8 by still another increase of | cent a gal- 
lon. This was due, naturally, to the increased de- 
mand for kerosene for local consumption, due to 
coal scarcity and cold weather. Gasoline clings to 
the firmly estabished quotation of 24 cents a gallon 
to garages and 26 cents to customers, with a sea- 
sonal demand fairly steady, but in no wise extraor- 
dinary.

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OIL LAND BILL 
WILL PASS SOON 


Senate Eliminates Navy Fuel 
Oil Reserves—Will Vote 
Jan. 7. 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 

To hasten the passage of the bill for 
leasing oil lands, which is expected to 
open the way for development of welis 
to meet the fuel shortage, Senate 
leaders agreed to abandon all attempts 
to make the bil] apply to the naval 
reserve lands in California and Wyom- 
ing and to preserve these lands intact 
for naval fuel, having the government 


take over existing claims by con- 


demnation proceedings. * 

This latter decision removes an ob- 
stacle which precipitated a great fight 
in Congress and held up oil land de- 
velcpments in the West. 

Amendments to exclude the Navy 
fuel reserve lands were accepted by 
the Senate, sitting as a committee of 
the whole on Tuesday, at which time 
a vote on the bill was defeated until 


January 7. The passage of the bill is 


now a certainty. 


WYOMING PETROLEUM. 


Prospective Oil Territory in Big Horn 
Basin Contains Many Anticlines. 


Though many people still believe that 
“no man can see farther into the ground 
than any other,” the present Is an era of 
systematic geologic search for oil, and 
recently a geologist stated that in one 
producing region the use of the field 
methods no wemployed by skilled geolo- 
gists reduced the number of dry holes 
from 47 per cent. to 33 per cent.. of the 
total. There are still many elements of 
uncertainty in the search for oil pools, 
but some of these are reduced to a mini- 
mum in regions where rock outcrops are 
conspicuous and the relatlon of the oil 
pools to the structure of the rocks is 
relatively simple. These are the condi- 
tions in the Big Horn Basin, Wyo., a re- 


port on which has recently been published 
by the United States Geological Survey 
as Bulletin 656, ‘‘Anticlines in the South- 
ern Part of the Big Horn Basin, Wyo.”’ 
The report is one of a series on the ex- 
isting and prospective oil fields of the 
State, several of which hav already been 
published. 

Though oil was known to exist in the 
Big. Horn Basin as early as 1888, and 
sporadic attempts have from time to 
time since been made to discover it in 
large quantities, the production of oil in 
this region may be said to have begun in 
1908, when wells were drilled in the Byron 
field. Wells were afterward drilled in 
several other parts of the basin, and 
though small quantities of oll and gas 
have been discovered in 14 fields, the 
region is well known largely because of 
the production since 1914 fro mthe Grass 
Creek, Elk Basin, Greybull and Torch- 
light fields. From 1914 to 1916 the produc- 
tion. of oil in Wyoming rose from 3,560,375 
to 6,234,137 barrels, and a considerable part 
of thfs increase has been derived from the 
fields just named. 

The report describes 50 anticlines and 
domes, 27 of which have been tested by 
drilling. Four of these contain very pro- 
ductive oil and gas fields and seven con- 
tain fields that are less productive and 
less promising. The anticlines lie in a 
broad belt around the border of the Big 
Horn Basin, and the authors of the re- 
port conclude that those which are near- 
est the central trough of the basin offer 
the greatest prospect for successful drill- 
ing. In fact, none of the explored anti- 
clines that are separated from the cntral 
trough by othr anticlines have yet yielded 
mor than traces of oil and gas. As nine 
anticlines adjacent to the central trough 
remain untested, there is a good prospect 
that other productive fields may yet be 
discovered, 


Petition for Receiver of Tampico Oil 


Company Filed in Chicago. 
Chicago, Dec. 21, 1917. 


A petition asking the appointment of a 
receiver for the Tampico Oil Company, 
of Tampico, Mex., was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court here today by four stockhold- 
ers of the company. The petitioners are 
Ning Eley, an attorney; L. A. Patrikin, 
a broker; George Castis and Nick Tarat- 
siatis. C. A. Seyferth, of Blue Island, 
Ill., local representative of the com- 
pany, who was made one of the defend- 
ants in the petition, referred to the suit 
as “spite work.’ The petition charges 
that the company has failed to keep its 
promises of drilling for oil, although a 
large amount of stock has been sold. 
Bley claimed that he had purchased 
$60,000 worth of the company’s stock.

The Merritt Oil Company, according 
to telegraphic advices, has completed 
a test well on section 15 of the Bix 
Muddy field of Wyoming. Oil was 
struck at 3,000 feet and the well at once 
filled, indicating a good producer, Mer- 
ritt No. 1 is producing several hundred 
barrels a day.

Oil Company 
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Philadelphia Oil Experts Believe 
Crude Peak Price Is Not 
Yet Reached. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 21, 1917. 
The general opinion in oil circles in 
this city is that the price of.crude oil 
has yet to reach its peak for the year. 
November started with an advance of 
25c. for Pennsylvania crude to $3.75 per 


barrel, or the highest price in forty-one 
years. This price governs the market for 
all crude oil produced in New York, 
Pennsylvania, | West Virginia and 
Southeastern Ohio. There are no indi- 
eations for a slackening demand, for 
whatever loss may be occasioned in the 
curtailment of gasoline for pleasure serv~- 
ice is.expected to be “more than coun- 
terbalanced by the urgent needs for na- 
tional emergency consumption and ex- 
ports abroad. 

With no likelihood, therefore, of a cur- 
tailment in the fast increasing demand 
over supply, Philadelphia oil experts as- 
sert it will be impossible to hold down 
the price. They feel that the crude and 
refined markets are fully established on 
a sound basis and the question of price- 
fixing by the government is far away, 
as the establishment of an equitable quo- 
tation for oil entails such complications 
that it would be most difficult. 





Six Vessel Loads of Kerosene Re-

Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 


Denmark’s mid-winter darkness will be 
relieved by American kerosene. It was 
officially announced Thursday that the 
embargo will be lifted to permit six Dan- 
ish vessels now he'd in American ports 
to sail with illuminating oil.

the Lehigh Valley; 

The Maloney Company, which handles 
Pennsylvania oils exclusively, has large 
refineries in Western Pennsylvania, with 
plants in Philadelphia, New York, Scran- 
ton Wilkes-Barre and Pottsville. Its offi- 
cers determined to erect a new plant in 
Allentown in line with a new policy to 
branch from the coal fields into the in- 
dustrial regions. 

Pres'dent Martin Maloney and Vice- 
President and Treasurer M. W. Collins, 
of Philadelphia, surveyed the new site to 
their satisfaction before the realty deal 
went through. It was closed by T P. 
Williams, of Wilkes-Barre, general rep- 
resentative of the company. After sign- 
ing the deeds Mr. Williams asked big 
contractors for bids for the construc- 
tion of the plant. 

It will mean an investment of $100,000, 
and its establishment, including the stock 
and distribution equipment, will be at 
least a half million dollars. 


$100,000 Fire in Garver Tank Co. 
Plant Believed Incendiary. 


Chicago, Dec, 21, 1917.

The Corporation Commission has called for 
this week for hearing the complaint against 
the Oklahoma Gas and Electric Company filed 
by C. H. Ruth, H. F. Tripp and citizens of 
Oklahoma City, in consequence of the gas 
shortage during the cold spell. The commis- 
sion is asked to require the above company 
and the Oklahoma Natural Gas Company 4as 
well to produce books and show how much 
gas igs being used and not distributed, 


More Kansas Natural Troubles. 


The Corporation Commission of Oklahoma has 
issued an order requiring the Kansas Natural 
Gas Company to file reports with the commis- 
sion relative to the business transacted in the 
State by that company. The gas company 
has resisted an order of the commission on 
the ground that the company was in the hands 





of a receiver. This the commission held, did 
not make any difference, that the company 
was doing business in the State, and that it 


mattered not through what particular process, 
The company has been given 20 days in which 
to comply with the commission's orders. 


To Electrify the Oil Fields. 


Gas torches in the various pools in Oklahoma 


are being turned out, but the pools are not 
being darkened Instead they are to have 
real ‘‘white lights.’’ As the gas torches are

Citation Against Texas Company. 


The State Corporation Commission issued a 
citation against the Texas Company, return 
able December 31, at which time the com- 
pany is expected to show specifically what 
property it claims exempt from taxation by 
reason of paying gross production tax. 

The citation is the first issued by the com- 
mission as the result of an order last summer 
requiring a company claiming exemption tax 
to show that part of its capital used in busi- 
ness other than the production of oil. Capital 
used in producing oil is exempt from taxation, 





as a 3 per cent. gross production tax is paid 
on all oil produced 

It is asserted that the Texas Company not 
only produces oil, but purchases oil, stores 
it in tanks and transports it in pipelines. 
The company will be required by the commis- 
sion to show what proportion of its capital is 
represented by oil purchased and what part 


is represented by oil produced. 


Looks for New Pools. 









A. I. Walker, chief of the oil and gas 
bureau, who has just returned from a trip 
through the various pools of the State, and 
especially the Western country, started a 
close survey of all the oil and gas pools in 
the western portion of the State Many Ss 
have been taken in the different counties, and 
Mr, Walker is of the belief that new pools 
will be opened, but that the production will 
be found at a greater depth than in the de- 
velopment to the east. 

Kansas Is Virgin Territory. 

Oil and gas resources of Kansas are still 
comparatively untouched, according to Dr. 
Raymond C. Moore, State Geologist, who, with 
Dr. Winthrop P. Haynes, is preparing a bulle- 
tin dealing with the ofl and gas supply in 
the State, 

“Although Kansas produced more than 13,- 
900,000 barrels of oil last year, the oil and 


gas wealth of the State has by no means been 
fully developed,’’ Dr. Moore 


says. 


Pipeline Report for November. 







During the month there was some difference 
in the pipeline report of the mid-continent 
field. The pipeline runs for November were 
11,553,151 barrels, or 382,560 barrels daily, 
and in comparison with the October figures 
there is a decrease of 4,710 barrels daily. The 





shipments also decreased from 11, ,238 barrels 
to 10,865,455 barrels, or 162,237 barrels daily. 


There is not a large difference in stocks, as 
the total amount of oil now in storage in 
Oklahoma and ‘Kansas amounts to 88,394,344 
barrels. In this report for the first time is 
shown the runs, shipments and stocks of the 
Empire Pipeline Company, which heretofore 
has been carried in the outside lines.

Gas Shortage Causes Hardships. 


From al] over the mid-continent field comes 
the cry for more gas, but while gas companies 
are doing all in their power to get enough gas, 
it is impossible. The gas companies are busy 
in the drilling line and the past several weeks 
has shown the completion of some large gas- 
sers, but the real trouble is that the gas con- 


cerns have not kept up with the rapid growth 
of the various communities in the laying of 
new and large mains, and this is the reason 
that the people are now suffering hardships, 
as there is plenty of gas. 

At Tulsa the Oklahoma Natural Gas Com- 
pany, which controls the gas situation in the 
State, has been busy laying a new line from 


the Morrison pool to Oklahoma City that will 
help the Tulsa end also. At Oklahoma City 
some of the consumers got after the Corpora- 
tion Commission and that body has asked the 
gas distributing companies in that city to ap- 
pear before them and tell why there is no 
gas. The same story comes from all other 
cities where natural gas is used for fuel. In- 
dependence, Chanute, and other Kansas cities, 
are in the same plight, and Kansas City has 
usual gas troubles,

in the State and some of the wells have aver- 
aged as high as 70,000,000 cubic feet each, 
The best developments at this time are the 
Fox pool, in southern Carter county, and the 
Blackwell pool, in rorthern Kay county, ak 
though the Morrison pool, in Pawnee county, 
is expected to furnish some large wells, 
South of Tulsa and around Okmulgee large 
gassers are found from time to time, but, as 
stated before, the gas mains are inadequate 
to hold the volume that is sufficient to give 
the consumer all he needs.

Big Increase in Refining. 


The Bureau of Mines has prepared figures of 
the refinery products of the entire country for 
the firs. six months of 1917, which show an 
enormous increase for the year in all lines, as 
compared with 1916, especially in California, 

During the first half of 1917 the refineries of 
California increased their output of lubricants 
to 51,381,041 gallons, or to a figure exceeding 
the entire output of 1916 by 9,951,105 gallons. 
The saine rate of output, if maintained during 
the whole of 1917, will make the year’s output 
of California lubricating oils 103,013,398 gal- 
lons, or about two and a half times the out- 
put of 1916. The big gain this year has been 
helped greatly by the inability to get the east- 
ern lubricants delivered propmtly and in large 
quantities, but the increase is due also to a 
big increase in the demand for all kinds of 
lubricants on the Pacific coast to shipments to 
the Bast, and to the steady campaign of educa- 
tion which the manufacturers of California 
lubricants have been carrying on for years. 

The figures for California show both a large 
proportion of the whole credited to this State 
ani a big gain here this year, as compared 
with 1916. Thus, during the first six months 
of 1917 no less than 36,403,413 barrels of crude 
oil were run to refineries in California. _This 
quantity constituted a little more than 25 per 
cent, of the total runs of the country. ‘The 
continuance of the 201,107-barrel daily average 
of the 181 days of the first six months of the 
year throughout the 184 days of the second 
half would make the total runs for 1917 in 
California 73,410,147 barrels, as compared with 
62,950,127 barrels during the whole of 1916, a 
gain this year of 10,604,C20 barrels. :

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The pressure of governmental con- 
trol is gradually being felt in the drug 
and pharmaceutical markets. During 
the week Washington has taken over 
the entire production of quicksilver and 
wood alcohol, while several other com- 
modities are threatened. Notwithstand- 
ing the feeling among the shellac in- 
terests, there is some basis for the idea 
that their product will fall under gov- 
ernment command to an extent greater 
than has been anticipated. Acetone 
and acetate of lime are in line for this 
action on the part of the government 
at Washington, and although unable 
to secure confirmation of the statement,

opium has been said to be slated for 
commandeering. Raw material ship- 


ments of one kind or another are be- 
ing held up by the Priority Board, and 
this is especially true of goods arriv- 
ing at Pacific Coast ports. The direc- 
tion of the wind is clearly seen in these 
straws blown across the pharmaceutica) 
horizon—the Federal government is go- 
ing to provide for its war needs first 
and the commercial consumer will re- 
ceive the surplus. Also, the movement 
of any materials not absolutely neces- 
sary for the welfare of the nation and 
the people will be curtailed, discour- 
aged and ultimately- prohibited. 

Among its several mediums for con- 
troling trade, the government’s import 
and export embargo will prove of im- 
portance to the drug trade. Many 
items which would fall under some 
classification in the lists covering the 
import embargo will likely be allowed 
to enter. Vanilla beans, for example, 
while falling under the general classi- 
fication of beans, are to be allowed en- 
trance without license. This state- 
ment is made on the authority of the 
War Trade Board, and while it affects 
but one line of industry directly, it 
nevertheless illustrates the point in- 
volved—namely, that it is not the in- 
tention of Washington to apply its im- 
port embargo regulations indiscrimi- 
nately, but only where it will bring 
about the result demanded by Federal 
necessity. There are undoubtedly other 
items whose situation will be similar to 
this. 

With the control of imports and ex- 
rorts, interior and exterior transpor- 
tation, manufacture and distribution, 
the extent to which the Government 
will become a seller of the commodi- 
ties affected by its policy of comman- 
deering will afford food for thought- 
ful consideration. Only the surplus 
remaining after Federal needs have 
been met can be counted on at first. 
When the situation is eventually 
worked out, it is safe to suppose that 
the commercial needs of the business 
enterprises affected by the withdrawa!' 
of supplies from*the open market wi!l 
receive attention a thorough canvass 
made of the situation and the whole 
problem worked out. One very proba- 
ble development along these lines will 
be the element of price fixing to entire- 
ly eliminate speculation both at home 
and abroad. The step taken in the 
case of shellac shows the by-effect of 
the Government's policy, but unfortu- 
nately does not reach the source at 
which speculative venture is rife— 
India. As the ideas and plans are per- 
fected such conditions as those obtain- 
ing in India will be undoubtedly ad- 
justed through conference with the 
powers interested and the end of the 
xovernments secured, maximum pro- 
duction of Government materials and 
economy in distribution and consump- 
tion being the aims of the allied na- 
tions. 

The drug market is already reflect- 
ing the events which are casting their 
shadows before. There is a quietness 
prevailing which cannot be entirely 
accounted for by the approach of the 
near year and inventory. Prices are 
hectic, nervous and apprehensive to a 
degree not compatible with the relaxa- 
tion usually experienced in al] busi- 
ness with the end of the year draw- 
ing near. Movements in price come 
suddenly and in some cases without 
any definite warning. There is a 
straining toward higher levels, the 
withstanding of which is producing a 
sort of nervous exhaustion in certain 
lines. The whole situation is unusual, 
in that it has so many known factors 
against which play the unknown pos- 
sibilities of Federal systemization and 
regulation. The net result has been 
gradually to slow down buying to a 
point where only immediate and press- 
ing needs are being provided for and 
futures are being neglected in many 
lines whose nature suggests. their 
being the recinients of attention at 
Washington. Despite these condi- 
tions. prices are being maintained 
thorough!v throughout the list with 
breaks downward being an unusual 
and surprising event, considering all

OPIUM. 


From a reliable source it was re- 
ported that the Government is more 
than likely to commandeer the stocks 
of opium in the country. There is cer- 
tain to be large governmental require- 
ments, and under war conditions these 
must be met and no_- uncertainty 
must arise as to the supplies being 
forthcoming. It is also reported that 
at the primary markets shipments of 
gum have been released for export to 
the United States and that with the 
arrival of these shipments the situa-

tion will probably ease off a trifle. No 
price changes developed during the 
week. Prices ruled firm and strong. 


There are practically no stocks of the 
U. S. P. goods and whatever scattered 
holdings may be had are nominal, At 
$30. Powdered stands at $32 per pound, 
as does also the granular. Persian 
gum on spot is selling at $30 per pound 
and futures range from $27 to $29, ac- 
cording to time of arrival. 


MORPHINE. 


The spot market was in light supply 
as to some kinds of morphine. The de- 
mands h ve been of a jobbing char- 
acter, and, although the amount of 
business passed has been fair, it is not 
more than usual at the pre-inventory 
period. Prices ruled firm at the close, 
and will continue to do so until the 
gum situation is relieved. No changes 
were noted in prices, the bulk muriate 
and sulphate acetate holding at $12.80 
per ounce, the alkaloid at $16.20 per 
ounce, the diacetyl hydrochloride at 
$15.90, the diacetyl alkaloid at $17.65 
and the ethyl hydrochloride at $18.05. 


QUININE. 
No material changes were present in 
the quinine market. Sellers reported 
a fair going business in all directions. 
.Difficulties in securing bark continue, 
but there is some probability that with 
arrivals coming direct from Java to the 
Pacific Coast, the condition may im- 
prove. The question of railroad trans- 
portation enterg prominently into the 
situation and manufacturers are reluc- 
tant to depend on arrivals until the ma- 
terial is in the laboratory. Prices closed 
firm and with nothing apparent to 
cause any weakening. Sulphate and 
bisulphate jn 100-ounce tins was at 75c. 
per ounce; in 50-ounce ¢dins, 75%c.; in 
25-ounce ting at 76c.; in 5-ounce tins, 
77c.; 1-ounce tins, 80c. per ounce. 
Cinchronine alkaloid, 5lc. per ounce, 
with the sulphate closing at 35c.; cin- 
chronidine alkaloid, 93c. per ounce, with 
the sulphate at 55c. per ounce, 


ALCOHOL. 


The Federal Government has com- 
mandeereg all the woog alcohol pro- 
duction in the country. The govern- 


mental requirements for the cutting of 
aeroplane “dope,” the mixture used in 
stretching the canvas wings, is going 
to be tremendous and Washington is an- 
ticipating this as well as other require- 
ments. Wood alcohol in this connection 
is preferred owing to its quick drying 
quality. As yet the other types of al- 
cohol have not been affected. In the 
general alcohol market, business was re- 
ported to be routine in character, with 
little beyond the ordinary demands be- 
ing encountered. In view of the govern- 
mental commandeer, it was stated that 
to the consumer the price of wood al- 
cohol woulq advance, probably im 
mediately.

SHELLAC. 


The use of alcohol by the shellac in- 
terests has brought out the question 
as to what extent the commandeering 
of wood alcohol by the Federal Gov- 
ernment would affect the shellac situa- 
tion. Except for some few manufac- 
turers who still cling to the idea that 
shellac cut in wood alcohol has a higher 
drying capability, the denatured va- 
riety of a special manufacture is the 
type used throughout the trade. Hence 
the government control of the wood 
alcohol output will not seriously affect 
the shellac interests. 

There also seems little danger that 
the government will take over the shel- 
lac output. The navy is the greatest 
government user of the material, and 
as far back as a year go the govern- 
ment brought by specia] carrier some- 
thing over two million pounds of the 
material from India. An adequate sup. 
ply is thus in the government’s pos- 
session, and with the industry being 
organized in a manner to preclude any 
speculation, there seems to be no im- 
mediate. reason for a commandeering 
movement by Washington. 

The guarantees which the Importers’ 
Association have prepared have been 
submitted to the War Trade Board. 
They were returned for a revise and 
have been resubmitted. Approval is 
expected in the near future—probably 
during the week—and the approved 
regulations will be published in the 
form of a bulletin. 

The market prices continue at the 
more or less fixed position caused by 
the reflex from the elimination of spec- 
ulation. All grades are unchanged ex- 
cept the bleached commercial, which is 
being offered at 57c. per pound, with 
bone dry commanding 67c. Business 
on the whole is quiet. 

WAXES. 

The entire list of waxes is strong, 
with no indications of Weakening. 
Spot stocks are becoming in lowered 
condition, some grades being nearly 
extinct. Japan wax has had an espe- 
cially good spot demand during the 
week and closed firm at quoted prices 
Paraffine was reported to be firmer un- 
der active trading and export demands, 

CARNAUBA.— All grades are in 
short supply, Trading is in fair vol- 
ume, Dut is being restricted to a con- 
siderable degree to goods subject to ar- 
rival. This applies to certain grades 
more than others. Cond‘tions at source 
are uncertain as to time of shipment, 
and this. situation strengthens the 
market. Carnauba flor closed at 63c.

COLGATE INDICTED. 


“Abandon Price Maintenance Policy 
or Be Sued,” Alternative Offered, 
Says S. M. Colgate. 


An indictment has been found against 
Colgate & Co., of Jersey City, manufac- 
turers of soap and toilet preparations, 
by a grand jury in the United States 
Court at Norfolk, Va., charging the com- 
pany with refusing to sell products to 
dealers who would not agree to sell at 
the prices fixed by the company. This 
practice has been declared to be going on 
for three years in the State of Virginia 
and elsewhere in the United States. The 
charge is exactly the same as that re- 
cently brought against the Paris Medi- 
cine Company, and in which the Federal 
Court of St. Louis upheld the Govern- 
ment’s contention and ordered the dis- 
continuance of resale price practices. 
This medicine company gave extra sup- 
plies of patent medicines without costs 
to dealers who agreed to maintain retail 
prices at rates established by the manu- 


facturer. The court enjoined the com- 
pany from making these agreements, or 
even suggesting resale prices to dealers. 


The court further forbade all such 
evasive practices of maintaining any sort 
of reselling prices that would act against 
any person selling below stated levels. 
Sidney M. Colgate, commenting upon 
the indictment found against the firm, 
said:—‘The Department of Just ce has 
offered the company the a'ternative of 
abandoning its established policy of price 
protection or being sued by the Govern- 
ment, and the company chose to accept 
suit, feeling compelled im justice to fair 
dealers everywhere, the public and our- 
selves, to take a definite stand for our 
mutual well-being.”

TAKE SULPHURIC ACID. 


Government Commandeers 60-Degree 
for Army and Navy for 1918 
Delivery. 


Baltimore, Dec, 21, 1917. 

The United States Government has com- 
maundeered a large quantity of M#-degree 
acid for the use of the army and navy, 
to be furnished by the Davison Chemical 
Company, of this city, during 1918. It is 
indicated that the arrangement calls for 
not less than 30,000 tons of 60-degree acid, 
and there is every prospect that a con- 
siderable addition to this total will be 
made. One-fifth of the aggregate is in- 
tended for the navy, and the ba'ance will 
go to the army, being wanted for muni- 
tion making purposes, 

The total requirements of the govern- 
ment in tne way of sulphuric acid for the 
next year are put at not less than 1,000,000 
tons of 66-degree acid for war purposes, 
while the aggregate output for the cur- 
rent year is estimated at 6,250,000 tons of 
acid reduced to a 50-degree basis. The 
production for 1918, it is thought, will 
reach the unprecedented total of 8,000,000 
tons, 

At the same time it is to be stated that 
the situation with respect to acid making 
materials is in no wise improved. Im- 
ports of pyrites from Spain are reduced to 
nominal proportions, while the domestic 
production and the distribution is ham- 
pered by the lack of cars and the freight 


embargoes. It is said that one of the 
sulphur companies operating in the South 
is not less than 30,000 tons behind im its 
shipments by rail, and the forwardings by 


vessels are also greatly impeded.

Regulations as to Denatured Alcohol 
in Brazil. 


The Minister of Agriculture of Brazil 
has published a decision of the Minister 
of Finance which rules that alcohol con- 
taining 5 per cent. of kerosene shall be 
considered as denatured alcohol and shall 
have the bemefit of the Brazilian internal 
revenue law, which exempts this product 
from taxation. It is hoped that, as a re- 


sult of this decision, the native alcohol, 
combined with gasoline or kerosene im- 
ported from the nited States, may come 
into more extensive local use for indus- 
trial purposes,

The general market for coal tar dyes 
and intermediates at New York has 
been somewhat more quiet during the 
week just closed than it has been for 
Several weeks, but there was a fairly 
libera] volume of business reported as 
having been done in the various inter- 
mediates and colorstuffs as a whole 
Prices have ruled comparatively steady 
in the face of the smaller demand, and 
in some instances advances were re- 
corded as a result of further decreases 
in the stocks visible for prompt ship- 
ment, 

Conditions which have governed the 
trading in coal tar products for many 
weeks continue to be the dominating 
factors in the situation, and there seems 
small likelihood of their being improved 


in the near future. That is with ref- 
erence to betterment in the transpor- 
tation situation, increase in coa] sup- 
plies and more plentiful supplies of 
basic materials and labor. Manufac- 
turers who have been desirous of in- 


creasing the number of colors produced 
in this country, and which have here- 


tofore been made exclusively in Ger- 
many, are gradually reaching out in 
their scope, and it is felt that within 


the coming year many colors which are 
now practically unobtainable will be put 
on the market by domestic manufac- 
turers. Work along this line is pro- 
gressing in slow stages, and recent 
press dispatches report the establish- 
ment of several new dye-making con- 
cerns, at least one of which contem- 
plates the production of dyestuffs here- 
tofore made solely in Europe. 

Plans are reported being considered 
by one of the largest’ steel-making 
concerns in the United States to enter 
the dye-making industry, but they are 
reported ag not yet having taken defi- 
nite shape. It is stated that the plans 
call for the utilization of a large pro- 
jectile plant of the company, with nec- 
essary additions to the plant, for the 


turning out of dyes on one of the 
largest scale ever attempted in this 
country. More than 3,000 employes, it 


is stated, will be given work, and, with 
their families, they will occupy a new 
city to be ‘built by the company. 

In connection with foreign-made 
dyes, it is interesting to note that im- 
ports of colors and dyes in the year 
ended November 30 last totaled $1,918,- 
516, whereas the aggregate importa- 
tions in the previous year were $3,273,- 
098. Alizarin dyes imported in the year 
just ended totaled 15,787 pounds, duty 
im- 


paid, while in the previous year 
ports were free and _ totaled 52,561 
pounds, 


As to the intermediates, it may be 
pointed out that there is continued 
searcity of toluol, benzol and phenol, 
with subsequent firmness in products 
derived from those qualities. Some 
toluol is reported going to private con- 
sumers, but Only under Government 
licenses. Benzoic acid is not being 
offered at all by manufacturers, who 
report that they are well sold ahead. 
Anthracene producers are not making 
offers, as they state that their entire 
output will be absorbed by contracts 
already made. Some on the 
other hand, is apparent in one or two 
of the intermediates, notably in para- 
phenylenediamine and _ resorcin, while 
xylol is in good supply and poor de- 
mand.

ACID BENZOIC. Producers of 
benzoic acid are not offering anything 


for either spot or nearby shipment, and 
what prompt material is available is 
limiteq in quantity and generally held 
by second hands, who are asking as 
high as $3.25 per pound for the ex- 
toluol material. The market displays a 
strong undertone at the price mentioned 
and business is restricted by the scant- 
iness of material, 

ACID H.—Competition continues to be 
the principal factor in this market and 
there is an irregular tendency noticeable 
in the prices quoted, quotations ranging 
from $2.25 up to $2.75 per pound, the 
figure depending upon the brand called 


for. The demand is not large and is of 
a routine character generally. 

ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—In the ab- 
sence of anything like a large demand, 
prices in this market may be termed 


barely steady, with the technical grade 
being held at $1.10@1.50 per pound on 
the spot and the refined at $1.75@1.85 
per pound. 

ACID PHTHALIC.—There is a fair 
demand reported for acid phthalie anhy- 
dride and sellers are asking a basis of 
$6 per pound for immediate shipments, 
with $5.75 asked for contracts. The tone 
is steady. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—This market 
is slightly easier, due to a slackening in

The market is somewhat dull under the 
lack of trading and there is only a 
small movement reported from seller to 
buyer. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL.—For the crude 
quality of alpha-naphthol a price as 
low as $1.25 per pound is heard in one 
direction, though the generally pre- 
vailing figure with manufacturers has 
been $1.50 for some time. It is stated 
that considerable quantities of the ma- 
terial may be had at the figure named 
on the inside. The lower price may be 
said to be due to somewhat larger pro- 
duction. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.—Cov- 
ering immediate shipments, sales are 
reported of alpha-naphthylamine on a 
basis of 60c, per pound, with the range 
running up to 70c. per pound in some 
directions. The wide range is due to 
the numerous varieties to be found at 
this time, but prices are relatively 
steady in the face of a quiet market. 

ANILINE OIL.— While producers 
continue to quote from 26c. to 27c. per 
pound for immediate shipments of ani- 
line oil, there are offers heard from 
second hands at 25@25t%4c. per pound. 
The market appears to be rather unset- 
tled under a slow demand, and there 
is _ of feature to the situation gen- 
erally. 

ANILINE SALTS. — Quotations for 
aniline salts are being maintained by 
producers at the previously prevailing 
level of 32@34c. per pound for prompt 
deliveries, while second hands are re- 
ported offering the material at conces- 
sions. There is some off-grade material 
reported in the market. Trading is rel- 
atively quiet, but the tone is steady. 
The government places the imports of 
aniline salts for 1916 at only 20 pounds, 
while no imports of this material are 
reported as having come into the coun- 
try in the year 1917. 

ANTHRACENE.—No offers of this 
intermediate are being made by pro- 
ducers in this country, as they state 
that they have been booked up full, 
their orders being sufficient to care 
for all their output for many months 
to come, if not the entire year ahead. 
Prices quoted are, therefore, entirely 
nominal at 50c. per pound and up- 
ward. . 

BENZIDINE.—Slackening in the de- 
mand for this intermediate has 
brought about a slight decrease in the 
asking price of the base material, and 
offers of this quality are now heard 
at 10c. under the range of a week age 
or at $1.75@1.85 per pound on the spot.

BENZOL.—Immediate shipments of 
pure, water white benzol are offered 
by manufacturers at 40@45c. per gal- 
lon.

Dyes from Sulphite Off Lyes Produced 
by Chemists in Finland. 


After chemical research succeeded in

Great Increase in Production of Man- 
ganese Ore. 


The domestic output of manganese ore 
is now of great practical importance, and 
the United States Geological Survey is 
therefore collecting statistics of produc- 
tion every three months. The canvass for 
the quarter ending October 1, 1917, shows 
a large increase in the number of ship- 
pers In 1916 only 26,996 tons of mamga- 
nese ore was shipped by 55 operators, but 
in the first nine months of the present 
year 70,225 tons were shipped by 88 oper- 
ators. The shipments for the year will 
be about 122,275 tons, which will be nearly 
four times those for any preceding year.

Taken as a whole, the market for dye 
bases and dyewoods was quieter during 
the past week than jt had been for 
several weeks previous. This is felt to 
be undoubtedly due to the gisinclination 
of consumers to buy more than their 
immediate needs at this time of the year 
and also to the approaching holiday sea- 
son, when business is generally more or 
less slow. This slackening in the de- 
mand has, however, been offset by the 
fact that visible supplies of stocks avail- 
able for prompt or nearby shipments 
are still very limited in many instances. 
Consequently, price alterations have 
been few and in such cases where 
changes have been made, the treng has 
been upward rather than downward. 

The scantiness of supplies of some of 
the natural dyestuffs is pronounced, a 
fact which is sharply noticeable in the 
market for sumac, gambier and tur- 
meric. Cutch is likewise in poor supply. 
Emphasis to the shortage in some of 
these materials is given somewhat in a 
report just issued by the government 
showing imports for the year ended 
November 30 last. It is shown that im- 
ports of sumac fell off 5,300,789 pounds 
from the total of the previous year and 
gambier brought into the country in 
1917 period aggregated only 9,440,156 
pounds, compareg with 11,553,783 pounds 
in 1916, a decrease of 2,112,527 pounds. 
Imports of natural indigo showed an 
increase of 1,705,047 pounds, the total! 
for the past year being 1,756,851 pounds, 
against 51,804 pounds in 1916. 

An interesting situation is presented 
by the possibilities of the future log- 
woog market. Recent cables to a promi- 
nent importer here show that January 
cost prices in Haiti for logwood average 
$20, to which must be added freight, in- 
surance and other charges, which bring 
the cost of the wood up to $37.50 per 
ton without allowing for broker’s fees 
or importer’s profits, Prediction is 
therefore made that contract prices for 
the wood next year will be $40 and 
probably $50 before the end of March 
next. Arrivals are slow and only small 
shipments are being made, it is stated, 
because of the high freights. The na- 
tives are also unwilling to work at this 
time as heavy rains are reporteg falling 
in Haiti, washing out the roads and 
swelling rivers to torrential size. Por- 
tions of the National Railway’s road- 
bed and an important bridge are report- 
ed swept away by the downpour and 
swollen rivers. 

According to a Government report 
just issued, imports of logwood into the 
United States during the year ended 
November 30 last totaled only 46,081 
tons as compared with an aggregate of 
169,285 tons brought into the country 
in the previous year. 

Producers of prussiate of potash and 
prussiate of soda are reported as being 
well sold ahead for their output next 
year ang what material is being offered 
in the spot market for those materials 
is understood to be for small resale lots 
generally. The bichromates show more 
firmness than heretofore and there is 
less pressure noticeable in the offers, 
which are becoming somewhat restrict- 
ed, as producers are fairly well booked 
for the next few weeks at least. 

The continued shortage of large sup- 
plies of starches, which is stated to ex- 
ist, woulq seem to indicate a tremen- 
dously large gain during the year in 
the consumption of this material, if the 
Government’s figures are indicative of 


anything. According to the reports 
previously mentioned, imports of 
starches into the United States in the 


past year aggregated well over 21,000,- 
000 pounds, while the imports for the 
previous year were somewhat over 3,- 
000,000 pounds. This represents a gain 
of 18,000,000 pounds, in roung numbers, 
for the year, yet high prices continue 
for the various classifications of starch 


which are said to be rather limited in 


supply. 

Numerous other items on the general 
list are firmly held, but there is little in 
the way of feature to the conditions 
which govern the trading in them and 


an idea of the present status will be 
found in the following: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Only a lim- 
ited amount of acetate of soda is re- 


ported available to meet demands for 
spot or nearby deliveries, and manufac. 
turers are generally refusing to make 
quotations far ahead, being well booked 
up for their output. There is, how- 
ever, a good demand reported and 
prices are therefore very firm at the 
nomina] range of 15@16c. per pound 
for prompt shipments. Higher prices 
are looked for by some in the trade. 
ALBUMEN.—At the range of $1.00 
to $1.10 per pound, prices for egg albu- 
men are apparently unchanged from a 
week ago. Conditions which have pre- 
vailed in this market for a number of 
weeks still continue, a good demand

Slab cutch is held at 20c. per 
pound and offers of all qualities are 
few and limited. 


DEXTRINES.—This market is large- 
ly routine in character at the present 
time and the demand seems somewhat 
quieter than for several weeks.

Saving Grease and Fertilizer from 


Garbage. 


According to am “interesting division 
made by C. O, Bartlett, a Cleveland en- 
gineer, our American cities are as the 
wise and unwise virgins, for some of 
them recover values from their garbage 
by modern reclamation methods, while 
others dispose of garbage by burning or 
lumping. Mr. Bartlett states that Los 
Angeles. under a contract with a cor- 
poration, receives 51 cents a ton for all 
its garbage, averaging about $100 a day 
for the last three years. Fertilizer worth 
$12 to $15 a ton, and valuable for its pot- 
ash, ammonia and lime phosphate, is used 
on the orange groves around the city, 
while the grease recovered is sold to a 
Los Angeles soap maker and made up 
into a special soap that finds ready sale 
in Mexico. Garbage grease is one of the 
chief sources of glycerin, containing 7 to 
12 per cent., and the war demand for 
glycerine has caused the price of gar- 
bage grease to increase from 4 to 12 cents 
a pound. San Francisco burns its gar- 
bage, and in doing so destroys $500 a day 
in precious values, and many other 
American cities and towns are doing the 
same,

LOGWOOD.—One larger importer of 
Haitian logwood sticks predicts that 
future contracts will be on a basis of 
$40 per ton and possibly as high as $50 
per ton before March next. The pre- 
dictions are based on recent cables 
from Haiti showing prices for January 
delivery at $20 per ton cost in Haiti. 
Very heavy rains are falling there, de- 
stroying roads and swelling the rivers 
to torrential proportions. The railroad 
bridge at Petit Trou, on the National 
Railway of Haiti, has been washed 
away, as well as considerable track- 
age. Natives refuse to bring in wood 
under the circumstances. Small lots 
of logwood may be found in the local 
market at the recently prevailing level! 
of $36@40 per ton for spot delivery, 
the price depending upon the quality 
of wood desired. There is a steady 
demand of fair proportions for log- 
wood extract, and the solid is quoted 
at 18@25c. per pound, the 50-degree 
liquid at 9@12c. and the 42-degree at 
6%c. per pound. Logwood crystals are 
offered at 25@27c. per pound, depend- 
ing upon the quality, also. 

MYRABOLANES.—Nominally there 
are no supplies of myrabolanes to ba 
had, while at the same time there is a 
good inquiry reported for the materia’. 
No arrivals have been reported for 
several weeks, and the only known 
quantity of this material, which is a 
shipment somewhere on the Pacific 
Coast, is unobtainable to purchasers 
here. Prices heard as being offered by 
ostensible purchasers range from 
$65.00 to $75.00 per ton for goods to 
irrive. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA. — More 
business could be readily cared for in 
the market for phosphate of soda, as 
supplies are rather liberal under a 
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slow demand. Producers of the mate- 
rial are steady in their prices, however, 
the figures ruling from 4%c. to 7c. per 
pound for prompt delivery. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—Most of 
the output of prussiate of soda is sold 
ahead and spot trading in this mate- 
rial is restricted to resale lots gener- 
ally. Quotations for the yellow quality 
are $1.25@1.30 per pound, and for the 
red prussiate $2.75@3.00 per pound. 

PRUSSIATE OF SODA.—This mar- 
ket is firm, as producers are well sold 
up for future deliveries and what offer- 
ings are being made on the spot market 
are understood to be principally resale 
lots. Trading is rather slow, however, 
as buyers do not meet the views of hold- 
ers, so far as prices are concerned. 
Offers of the material] are made at 
35@36c. per pound, while buyers seek 
Slightly lower figures, 

QUEBRACHO.—There is an aspect of 
dullness in this market, though a fair 
business is reported as passing between 
buyer and dealer. Prices have not been 
quotably changed from recent levels, 
and holders are asking 10@12c. per 
pound for the solid extract and 7@8c. 
per pound for the 51 degree liquid on 
the spot. Imports of quebracho wood 
into the United States during the year 
ended November 30 last totaled 57,561 
tons, as compared with 20,980 tons in 
the previous year. 

QUERCITRON.— Good business is 
reported as being done in the market 
for quercitron, with the extracts hold- 
ing the center of interest.

SOLUBLE OIL.—Business in this 
market continues to be of a routine 
character, with nothing of feature to 
the trading.

STARCHES. — Regular transactious 
are reported in this market, with trad- 
ing generally of a routine nature and 
in the line of supplying old contracts.

There is 
fairly active demand reported in the 
market, also, for sumac extracts, which 
are quoted at 10@l1lc. per pound for 
the stainless Sicilian quality, 54@6%<c 
per pound for'‘the 51 degree domestic 
liquid and 4% per pound for the 41 de- 
gree domestic twaddle. According to 
a Government estimate, imports of su- 
mac into the United States for the yea;

TIN CRYSTALS.—With the imports 
of metallic tin practically stopped, spot 
supplies of tin crystals seem to hav 
small chance of being substantially in- 
creased for some time, and wh'le quota- 
tions have not been quotably advanced, 
they are very strongly helq at 55@5éc.

The quietness which has ruled in the 
general market for chemicals at New 
York for the last week or two con- 
tinues and was, if anything, more pro- 
nounced during the period which has 
just closed than during the preceding 
week. This condition, it is expected, 
will rule probably for the next few 
weeks, as consumers seem averse to 
purchasing beyond their immediate 
needs at this season of the year, with 
the turning point in the calendar 
about reached. Prices have been un- 
affected generally, however, as visible 
stocks of many of the items on the 
list are the smallest in the history of 
the market, and holders are very firm 
in their views on the outlook. Predic- 
tions are freely made that new high 
levels will be reached in the prices of 
some commodities during the coming 
year, because of the constantly in- 
creasing production costs and the 
scarcity of labor. 

Much interest continues to be 
evinced by the chemical trade gener- 
ally in the movement of caustic soda, 
soda ash and bleaching powder. ‘The 
first-named commodity shows consid- 
erable weakness at this writing, and 
second hands, who are apparently in 
control of the market entirely, as 
manufacturers are out of it for the 
present at least, seem also anxious to 
dispOse of their holdngs. A pressure 
of offers is therefore noticeable, and 
as the government is now yirtually re- 
fusing to issue any export licenses for 
caustic soda, prices show a downward 
tendency. Fractional losses were re- 
corded during the week. 

Soda ash on the other hand ex- 
hibited signs of recovering some of the 
firmness lost a week ago. This 
brightening up on the part of second 
hands, it seems, was due to the fact 
that the government issued _ several 
export licenses covering large quan- 
tities of soda ash, the shipment of 
which causes a considerable depletion 
in spot stocks. Some dealers advanced 
their quotations on the strength of 
this, but others maintained the levels 
previously prevailing. 

Manufacturers of bleaching powder 
are generally refusing to quote prices 
on that commodity at this time, pend- 
ing some settlement of the uncertainty 
which exists regarding the future 
needs of the government and the 
probable course of action which the 
authorities will take to obtain sup- 
plies. Second hands are, however, of- 
fering quantities of the material at 
fully one cent under the last heard 
manufacturer’s price. Recent govern- 
ment statistics state that imports of 
bleaching powder into the United 
States in the year 1917 total only 40,000 
pounds as compared with a total of 
1,604,936 pounds brought into the 
country in the previous year, 1916. 
Arsenic seems to be somewhat quieter 
with the tone about steady, though 
prices show no alteration. Imports of 
the latter materia] in 1917 totaled 
8,525,816 pounds, against 1,712,972 
pounds in 1916. 

Recent advices from France give 
quotations of chemicals at Paris as of 
December 5, which are _ interesting. 
Some of them are as follows, prices 
being in francs per 100 kilos:—Ordinary 
lump alum, 92 kilos; chrome alum, 580; 
chloride of calcium, 140; carbonate of 
soda, 24; lump sal ammoniac, 325; 
bicarbonate of soda, 65; caustic soda, 
no offers; and sulphate of alumina, 65. 

The following contains more com- 
prehensive reports of the principal 
items in the genera] list as well as a 
summary of the markets at London 
and Liverpool:— 

ACETATE OF LEAD.—Rottine busi- 
ness is being 'transacted in this market, 





and there is little of feature to the 
trading. Prices and conditions are 
without quotable alteration at recently 
vrevailing levels for the various quan- 
tities. Quotations for the various 
grades are 155%@l6c. per pound for 
the brown, broken, 17144@19c. for the 
white crystals, 164%4,@17%4c. per pound 


for white, broken, and 16%@17%c. per 
pound for granular material on the 
spot. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Pending fur- 
ther developments at Washington, the 
market for acetate of lime is nominally 
unchanged, Just what action the gov- 
ernment will take with regard to this 
material is not definitely understood, 
though there seems to be a firm 
foundation for the belief that the gov- 
ernment will requisition considerable 
quantities within the near future. 
Quotations are unaltered at this writ- 
ing at $6@6.05 per hundred pounds. 

ALUIM.—While there is a_ steady 
business being transacted in the market 
for alum, there is little of feature to 
the trading. All offers are on a firm 
basis for ammonia alum and likewise

for the potash and chrome varieties. 
Quotations are virtually unchanged at 
the recently prevailing levels of 4@4'ec.

quality. For lump potash alum the 
asking price is 18@19c. per pound, with 
the outside figure generally prevailing. 
The chrome ammonia alum is held at 
224% @23'%4c. per pound, with the higher 
price likewise the general quotation. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—Prices for 
the heavy grade of aluminum hydrate 
have been shaded during the week 
which has pust passed and the level 
which now prevails for that material 
is 10@1le. per pound, the inside price 
representing a decrease of ic. under 
that of a week ago. For the light 
quality the quotation is unchanged at 
l7c. per pound, There is a moderate 
demand reported for both qualities and 
the market displays a steady tone at 
the decline. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The market for 
this material is dull insofar as actual 
transactions are concerned, as there is 
a continued scarcity of material to 
meet the large demand for spot busi- 
ness. Transactions are largely in the 
nature of filling old contracts and 
what small surplus is turned out by 
manufacturers is quickly absorbed by 
eager purchasers. Quotations are 
nominally without alteration at the 
recently prevailing levels of 11%@13c. 
per pound for the 18-degree material in 
carboys, 12@141%c. for the 20-degree and 
17@18%c. per pound for the 22-degree 
quality on the spot. 

ARSENATE OF LEAD.—Nominally 
prices for the paste and the powdered 
arsenate of lead are unchanged from 
the ranges which have ruled for sev- 
eral weeks, and while there is a steady 
business being done in both qualities 


there is nothing of especial note in the ~ 


trading. Prices for the paste are from 
15 to 17c. per pound, according to the 
kind of package desired, and 31 to 35c. 
per pound for the powdered. 

ARSENIC.—This market, while rela- 
tively firm, is not as stiff in tone as it 
has been for some weeks, and there is 
more inclination shown by some hold- 
ers of the material to shade prices. 
Manufacturers are, however, generally 
uniform in asking 16c. per pound for 
prompt shipments. Contracts are be- 
ing offered for 15c. in one direction. A 
recent statement of the Department of 
Commerce shows that the imports of 
arsenic into the United States during 
1917 aggregated 3,525,816 pounds, while 
the total brought into the country in 
the previous year, 1916, was 1,712,971 
pounds, all of which were admitted 
free of customs duty. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—Though it is 
intimateq that as high as one million 
tons of barium chloride could be pro- 
duced by makers of the commodity 
should there be a demand heavy enough 
to warrant that output, there is not an 
over-large total of the material visible 
for spot business. Prices are therefore 
steady at $80@90 per ton for the 
prime quality, though there are con- 
tinued offerings of bargain chloride of 
what is reported to be an inferior grade 
as low as $65 per ton. There is a 
steady business reported, but the mar- 
ket could care for more, despite the fact 
that supplies are not as great as they 
might be under normal circumstances. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Prices 
for bicarbonate of soda are established 
on a firm basis of 2.50@2.75c, per pound 
for prompt delivery at New York, with 
a good demand reported for supplies 
that are moderate. Some second hands 
are asking as high as 2%c. per pound 
on the spot, while producers-are offer- 
ing the material at 2.25c. per pound at 
the works for shipments in barrels, with 
an additional 15c, per 100 pounds asked 
for deliveries in kegs. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Most man- 
ufacturers of bleaching powder are re- 
fusing to quote prices at this time be- 
cause of the uncertainty as to what 
action the government will take in the 
future relative to obtaining supplies 
needeq for war purposes. The last man- 
ufacturer’s price heard was 2%c. per 


pound for prompt, others ranging up to 
3c. for export drums. There continues 
to be some prime bleach of standard test 
available at 114c. per pound, it is stated, 
the quantity being a few ‘hundred 
drums. According to government sta- 


tistics the imports of bleaching powder 
into the United States in the year ended 
November 30, 1917, totaled only 40,000 
pounds, aS compared with a total of 
1,604,936 pounds in the previous year 
BLUE VITRIOL.—Nominally the 
market for blue vitriol is unaltered 
both as to prices and governing con- 
ditions. The large makers of the prod- 
uct are very firm in their offers of the 
material, but are proceeding with cau- 
tion because of the uncertainty re- 
garding transportation problems. They 
continue to show optimism as to the

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—No new de- 
velopments occurred during the week 
just closed in the market for calcium 
chloride and prices are nominally un- 
changed at the previously prevailing 
range of $21@22 per ton for the 70@75 
per cent. quality on the spot. Trading 
is steady but moderate in volume, and 
the market displays a steady under- 
tone. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—Man- 
ufacturers of carbon tetrachloride are 
asking as high as 17c. per pound in at 
least one direction for the spot ma- 
terial, but a figure as low as 15%¢c, per 
pound is heard on the other hand. The 
low quotation is due to the fact that 
there are at least two more producers 
of this material now in the spot mar- 
ket. The demand is reported as fair. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—At the 
recent decline, the market for carbon- 
ate of potash is relatively steady and 
a moderate volume of business is re- 
ported being done on the basis of 65@ 
Sic. per pound for the 96@98 per cent. 
calcined material and 50@55ec. per pound 
for the 89@85 per cent. quality. For the 
60065 per cent. calcined quality the 
prevailing price is 47%@57%c. per 
pound, though there is not much busi- 
ness reported in that quality. Offers of 
80@S5 per cent. hydrated carbonate of 
potash are heard at $191.25 per pound, 
with a fair inquiry. 

CARBONATE OF ZINC.—Routine 
tnading is reported in the market for 
carbonate of zinc and there is nothing 
of feature to the conditions which gov- 
ern at. this time, giving the market an 
aspect of dullness. Prices are without 
quotable change at 22@25c. per pound 
for prompt deliveries, while some man- 
ufacturers are asking somewhat higher 
prices than the range quoted. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Firmness is ap- 
parent in the market for caustic pet- 
ash. due to the further depletion of 
visible stocks and a proportionately 
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zood demand for spot deliveries. The 
quotation for the 88@92 per cent. qual- 
ity is 84@85c. per pound, while for the 
70@75 per cent. quality the quotation 
heard is #4@65c. per pound, Contracts 
are reported being offered at 83%c. per 
pound for the 88@92 per cent. caustic 
potash. The quotation for the 70@75 
per cent. is nominal, as the spot 
market is practically bare of stocks, 
and stocks to arrive are offered at 63c. 
per pound 

CAUSTIC SODA. — The virtual im- 
possibility of obtaining export licenses 
for shipments of caustic soda has 
given this market a very weak tone, 
so far as second hands are concerned 
and prices have declined further under 
more free offers from the second hands, 
who are practically in control of this 
market. Manuafacturers are entirely 
out of the market for spot transactions 
and are making cintracts with consid- 
erable caution because of the govern- 
ment requisitioning of much of their 
output for some time to come, with 
the always present possibility that» 
greater amounts may be asked for 
suddenly. Second hands quote the 76@ 
78 per cent. solid caustic from 6.70c, to 
7c. per pound for prompt shipments 
and contracts for the first three months 
of 1918 are offered at 6.50c. per pound, 

CHLORATE OF POTASH. — There 
continues to be large quantities of Jap- 
anese chlorate of poatsh offered and the 
market, therefore, is rather unsettled. 
Sales of the jmported material are re- 
ported down to 42c. per pound, while 
holders of the domestic product are ask- 
ing from 45c to 53c. per pound, depending 
upon quantity sought and the _ seller. 
The Japan Chronicle recently pointed 
out that one of the most prominent in- 
dustries developed in Japan since the 
outbreak of the war is the manufacture 
of chlorate of potash. Suspension of im- 
ports sent prices sky-high ang manu- 
facturers enlarged their plants. The 
Subsequent increase in production low- 
ered the prices and attention was turned 
to foreign markets. It is estimated that 
over 10,000 barrels of the Japanese 
product hag been sent to the United 
States since the war started. 

CHLORATE OF SODA,.—This marke! 
reflects a steady business being done, 
but itis entirely in the way of filling old 
contracts. Small lots might be ob- 
tained for prompt shipment at the pre- 
vailing level of 24144@25%c. per pound 
There is little feature to the trad'ng, 
other than that the scantiness of sup- 
plies appears to be liable to continue for 
a considerable period, 

CHLORIDE OF AMMONTA.—Demand 
for chloride of ammonia or sal ammoniae 
continues to be of fairly large propor- 


tions, while visible supplies are scanty 
and prices are therefore rather firmly 
mantained by both producers and sec- 
ond hands at the recently prevailing 
level of 14@16c. per pound for the gray 
quality and 16@18c. per pound for the 
white granulated. Lump sal ammoniac 
is quoted at 17@19c. per pound on the 
spot, 

CHLORINE GAS 
another market on which the 
ment’s needs for large supplies 
had an effect. While prices are 
nally unaltered at 14@l6c, per pound 
for prompt shipments, there may fol- 
low a tightening of these figures should 
the government begin the requis.tioning 
of large quantities. It is understood 
that the government has already placed 
large orders for supplies over a g 
period. 

COPPERAS. — Desirable business 
could probably be placed in the mar- 
ket for green copperas at 1c. per pound 
for large lots, while the jobbers’ lots 
are bringing 1%c. per pound for prompt 
shipments. Supplies on the spot are 
becoming more scarce and the prices, 
while unaltered from a week ago, are 
more firmly held by producers and sec- 
ond hands. 

CYANIDE OF SODA. 
cyanide of soda are being offered by 
manufacturers at 37c, per pound for 
prompt shipments, while some second 
hands are asking as high as 52c, pet 
pound, The latter are exhibiting only 
a small interest in the market for this 
material, however, and their offerings 
are few. There is a steady trade re- 
ported but the market appears rathe1 
dull with a pre-holiday aspect. 

GLAUBER’S SAILT.—Features 
lacking in the trading in the market 
for glauber’s salt and while there is 
a fairly steady volume of business 
passing it is of a routine character 
principally.

There have been no new de- 
velopments in the market, which 
shows a moderate demand, with sup- 
plies fair. For the single quality the 
quotation is 183@15¢c. per pound, and for 
the double the ruling price is 11@138c.

SAL SODA.—Most of the business in 
this market continues to be for ex- 
port and at the same time the pre- 
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viously noted good demand from do- 
mestic sources continues. Supplies are 
fairly liberal, however, and prices are 
steady and unaltered at the range of 
1.15@1.35¢e, per pound for prompt deliv- 
eries, the inside figure being for ma- 
terial at the works. 

SALT CAKE.—Seasonal dullness is 
noticeable in the market for salt cake, 
but the slackening in the trading has 
been without effect on the range o* 
prices, Manufacturers continue to 
quote $30@35 per ton for the refined 
glassmakers’ quality and $25@26 per 
ton for the crude material. 

SALTPETER.—Visible supplies 
saltpeter are regarded as fairly lib- 
eral, but there is a good demand in 
evidence, though the market is some- 
what quieter than in the previous 
week. Prices are unchanged and are 
28@28%c, per pound for the granulated 
quality, 284%@29c. per pound for the 
powdered, and 31@31%c. per pound for 
the crystal material. 

SILICATE OF SODA.—Feeling in 
the market for silicate of soda has im- 
proved over that of a week ago, .and 
prices are steady at the recent decline 
to 84 @4c, per pound for the 60-degree 
quality and 1%@2c, per pound for the 
10-degree material. The improvement 
in tone follows a slightly better de- 
mand, and it is doubtful if anything 
like large quantities of either quality 
could be had at the inside figures. 

SODA ASH.—More firmness ig ap- 
parent in the tone of the market for 
soda ash due, it is understood, to the 
recent granting by the government of 
several licenses for the export of large 
amounts of the material, causing a 
subsequent depletion in the amount of 
material available among second hands 
for spot delivery. While some offers 
are more tightly held on the basis of 
last week’s prices, other dealers are 
asking slightly thigher figures, giving 
a wide range tto prices for the light 58 
per cent. quality in particular. The 
prices run from 2.85¢. per pound up to 
3.20¢., the quotation depending upon 
the kind of container desired, For the 
dense 58 per cent. prices have softened 
in some directions and as low as 3.30c. 
per pound is heard in one direction. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Dull- 
ness rules in the market for sulphate 
of alumina and features are entirely 
absent in the trading. Prices are 
nominally unchanged at 2@8c. peer 
pound for the commercial grade of 
material and 38@4c. per pound for the 
iron-free quality. Supplies are slight- 
ly larger than heretofore, and it is 
understood that the prices quoted 
might be shaded on firm bids for de- 
sirable business.

firm on a continued good demand and 
relatively light stocks available to 
care for prompt business. For the 60

TIN BICHLORIDE.— Quotations,

The difficulty in 
getting supplies is restricting business 
and the market seems dull as far as 
actual trading goes, though there is a 
good inquiry noted. : 

~ TIN OXIDE.—The stringency in sup- 
plies of ‘tin oxide and the high price 
levels which prevail nre restricting 
business in this market to a marked 


extent. Holders of the material are 
very firm in their offers at 85c, per 
pound. This represents a sharp ad- 


vance over the price which prevailed 
up to a week ‘ago. Further increases 
in price are looked for by some in the 
trade because of the fact that metallic 
tin is getting exceedingly scarce in this 
country and shipments are delayed or 
withheld by the British embargo in the 


metal 
ACIDS. 


New developments were lacking dur- 
ing the week in the general list of acids 
and prices and conditions which have 
ruled for a considerable period con- 
tinue without quotable alteration. There 
wus little in the way of feature to the 
list as a whole. The previously noted 
strigency in supplies continues in most 
of the acids, with the possible excep- 
tion of acetic acid, and producers are 
unable to see at this time any possi- 
bility of substantial increases in the 
quantities of material which may be- 
come available for spot transactions. 
This is notably so with reference to 
sulphuric qualities, makers of which 
eontinue to refuse quotations unless 
the purchaser ‘thas a government sanc- 
tion. The embargo against exports of 
acetic acid is having a prejudicial ef- 
fect on prices for that material, and 
while they have not been quotably 
changed as yet manufacturers are 
easier in their views and good business 
could undoubtedly be placed under ‘the 
ranges given. Recent government re- 
ports place the total imports of sul- 
phuric acid into the United States for 
1917 at 48,995,586 pounds, compared with 
53,919,218 pounds in the previous year. 

ACETIC. — Manufacturers of acetic 
acid are easier in their views on the 
outlook, and while they have not al- 
tered prices at this writing it is un- 
derstood that good business could be 
placed at figures below the price 
ranges which have been ruling. This 
is due to the steady accumulation of 
stocks under the embargo placed 
against exports of the acid recently ‘by 
the government. Nominally the quota- 
tions are 5%4@7c. per pound for the 28 
per cent. acid in barrels; 11@12%c. per 
pound for the 56 per cent.; 34@40c. for 
the glacial 99 per cent.; 14@15c. for the 
70 per cent., and 20@21c. per pound for 
80 per cent. acid on the spot. 

BATTERY.—There is nothing in the 
way of feature to this market, and 
while a small volume of trading is re- 
ported, prices are firm at recent levels 
because of the inadequacy of spot 
stocks and the limited offers of futures. 
For the standard mixture of 66-degree 
sulphuric the price heard is 2@3c. per 
pound, 


CRESYLIC.—Searcity of stocks is 
the dominant feature of this market 
and business is restricted accordingly 


by the inability of consumers to place 


orders and the prevalence of high 
prices. No change has been made in 
the quotations, which are nominally 
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$1.10@1.15 per gallon for the 95@97 per 
cent. acid and 70@80c. per gallon for 
the 50 per cent., while the 25 per cent. 
quality rules at 32@85c, per gallon. 

HYDROCHLORIC — Previously 
noted strength continues in this mar- 
ket, and while stocks are limited there 
is a steady demand of a heavy charac- 
ter.

MURIATIC.—Large demand con- 
tinues to be in evidence for muriatic 
acid of all qualities and manufacturers 
are very firm in their offers of the ma- 
terial for spot delivery at the recently 
prevailing price levels of 1%c. per 
pound for the 18-degree acid, 2c, for 
%)-degree and 2144@2%ec. per pound for 
the 22-degree acid. Difficulty is still 
being experienced in obtaining needed 
containers and high prices are prevail- 
ing for those which are available. 

NITRIC.—There is a large and urgent 
demand for nitric acid reported, but 
manufacturers are having their hands 
full in trying to keep abreast of it. 
Several of the largest producers are 
stated to be out of the spot market 
entirely and are offering contracts with 
considerable caution because of the un- 
certainty as to the future. Prices are 
without quotable change at 8%c. per 
pound for the 40-degree and 8%2@9ec. 
per pound for the 42-degree acid, 

OLEUM.—No large quantities of 
oleum can be found, it is stated, in the 
open market and manufactifrers, while 
quoting occasionally, are not generally 
in the market. For delivery in tank 
cars a price of $55@60 is heard. There 
is a good demand, 

OXALIC.—Domestic oxalic acid is of- 
fered at 45@46c. per pound in one direc- 
tion, though it is generally held at 
46@47¢c, per pound by second hands and 
some producers. This is for prompt 
shipments. Very little is heard at pres- 
ent of any foreign acid in this market, 
though there were offers of Norwegian 
acid sometime ago at 50c. per pound 

PHOSPHORIC.—Quotations for the 
various qualities of phosphoric acid 
are nominally unaltered at the recent- 
ly prevailing levels of 35c. and up per 
pound for the 85 per cent. quality and 


26c. per pound for the 50-per cent. 
acid. There is nothing of feature _to 
the market other than that supplies 


are hard to obtain. 
PICRIC. — Manufacturers 
acid are nearly unanimous in their 
refusals to make quotations on this 
acid because of the continued absorp- 
tion by the government of their out- 
put. Occasional quantities of the acid 
are released to private manufacturers,

SULPHURIC.—At the recently es- 
tablished prices for the various quali- 
ties of sulphuric acid, manufacturers 
are generally confining their business 
to the filling of government needs with 
small possibility of any good-sized or- 
der for spot or nearby supplies being 
placed for private consumption. Some 
manufacturers, it is reported, are ask- 
ing considerably higher rates than 
those named by the government, 
but these are exceptions. For the 66- 
degree acid the government figure is 
on a basis of $28 per ton and at $18 per 
ton for the 60-degree acid, though out- 
side figures are heard up to $35 for the 
66-degree and $30 for the 60-degree 

TANNIC.—This market shows a 
steady business being: done in a quiet 


way, but there is nothing exceptional 
in the conditions governing the trad- 
ing, prices are nominally unchanged 
at $1.30@1.40 per pound for the U, S. P.

TARTARIC.—Steadiness is apparent 
in the tone of the market for tartaric 
acid, but new developments are few 
and unworthy of especial comment.

SODA ASH.—Trade has been rather quiet 
since last report, and while the consumption 


continues as fast as the goods can be trans- 
ported, there is considerable delay and incon- 
venience experienced through various embar- 
goes, and no dependence upon getting goods 
on schedule time, There is consequently very 
little on spot in second hands, and hence no 
pressure to sell, Light 58 per cent, in bags 
is obtainable at 2.90@3.10c. and in barrels at 
3.10@3.15c., and dense 58 per cent, at an ad- 
vance of 25 to 50 points. Contracts for 1918 
delivery are held at 3@3.25c. in a limited way 
- second hands, principal producers not quot- 
ng. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Is scarce on spot, with 
arrivals coming to hand very slowly, and em- 
bargoes greatly interfering with the desired 
supply. Consumers, however, have sufficient 
for their immediate wants, and hence are 
not in the market, otherwise a sharp advance 
would probably have to be reported. In a small 
way high tests on spot are held at 7.50@8c 
per pound. Producers are not quoting, and 
second hands are holding contracts in a limited 
way for 1918 delivery at 7.25@7.50c, for the 
76 per cent. test, 

SAL SODA.—Producers are well sold up, and, 
owing to the scarcity of the basic material, 
are not anxious to push further sales or pro- 
duction, although it is understod there is a 
good demand and an increased quantity could 
easily be taken care of. The ruling figures are 
1.25@1.40c. for prime makes in barrels and to 
established trade. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Is

Welsh Exports to United States Show 
Heavy Declines. 


Exports to the United States from 
Wales in 1916 showed a heavy decline. 
Swansea, for instance, in that year 
shipped but 17 tons cf chemicals to 
this country, as compared with 340 tons 
in 1913, while the shipments of tin and 
terne plates dropped from 20,797 tons in 
1913 to 195 in 1916. The total exports of 
tinplates from the United Kingdom to 
the United States dropped from 21,516 long 
tons in 1913 to 888 lone tons in 1916. As 
for spelter in 1913, out of a total of 
145,004 tons of crude zinc cakes imported 
into the United Kingdom but 4,670 tons 
came from the United States: In 1915, out 
of a total of 74.522 tons the United States 
supplied 46,276 tons, or 62 per cent. 
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SEEKING DATA ON 
CHEMICAL CHANGES 


U. S. Tariff Commission Asks 
Detailed Information 


from Industry. 


Washington, Dec. 21, 1917. 

The Tariff Commission is undertaking 
an inquiry into the significant develop- 
ments that have taken place in the chem- 
ical industries since the passage of the 
tariff act of 1913. Changes which seem 
likely to alter permanently the conditions 
of international competition or the course 
or volume of foreign trade are to be 
special subjects of study. 


All persons having direct knowledge of 
pertinent facts in regard to any particular 
industry or product are invited to submit 
a statement to the Tariff Commission. 
Among the matters on which the com- 
mission desires as full and complete in- 
formation as possible are:— 


1. The manufacture within the United 
States of articles formerly unavailable or 
obtained exclusively by importation; for 
example, phosgene. 

2. In the case of industries previously 
establ'shed in the United States, the erec- 
tion of new plants or increase in capacity 
of existing plants; for example, the in- 
crease in capacity of existing plants for 
making caustic soda and chlorine and the 
insta'lation of such plants at textile and 
paper mills. 


3. The future of industries or establish- 

ments newly created, or in which pro- 
ductive capacity has been greatly in- 
creased to meet a direct war demand. 
How can these plants be utilized when 
the war demand disappears? For exam- 
ple, the aceton industry. 


4. Any general or significant differences 
in the prevailing method of manufacture 
in the United States and abroad, such as 
the relatively small use of the carburetted 
water-gas process in England compared 
to the process in the United States. 


5. Differences in the organization of the 
industry in the United States and abroad. 

6. The deve’opment or invention in the 
United States or abroad of new or im- 
proved processes which are likely to in- 
fluence the conditions of international 
competition; for example, the hydrogena- 
tion of fatty oils or the flotation process 
for concentrating ores. 

7. Significant changes in the conditions 
of international competition cavsed by 
the recent law making patents owned by 
citizens of enemy countries available to 
American manufacturers; for’ example, 
the patents on salvarsan. z 

8. Industries which have been seriously 
hampered in their normal operations or 
in their development by difficulty in se- 
curing materials or supplies formerly im- 
ported; for example, the lack of potash 
for fertilizer or glass. If these difficult‘es 
have been met by the introduction of sub- 
stitutes, it is expected that there will be 
a return to the old materials and methods 
when foreign supplies again become avail- 
able, or will the changes be permanent? 

9. Developments or changes in other in- 
dustries which have created a new or 
greatly increased demand for chem‘cal 
products; for example, the manufacture 
of new varicties of glass in the United 
States. 

10. The discovery of new uses of mate- 
rials, creating a new demand or furnish- 
ing a market for materials formerly 
wasted; for example, the use of aniline 
as an accelerator in the vulcanization of 
rubber. 

11. Any governmental hindrances in the 
United States or abroad, either in manu- 
facture or commerce; such as the export 
duty om nitrate from Chile. 

The commission will publish only gen- 
eral statements or summaries, which will 
not reveal the operation or plans of indi- 
vidual companies.
